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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Lynnfield  : 

The  pupils  in  our  schools,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  instructed  in  a  manner  creditable  to  their  teachers ; 
and  have  profited  by  their  instructions,  in  many  cases,  to 
a  degree  highly  commendable  to  themselves. 

The  hours  of  school  time  should  be  hours  of  instruction, 
of  active  exercise  of  mind,  and  of  personal  influence  of  the 
teacher,  on  both  mind  and  heart  of  every  pupil. 

It  is  the  duty,  and  should  be  the  aim,  of  the  teacher,  to 
develop,  in  the  child,  the  great  art  and  power  of  a  noble 
life  ;  to  teach  him  how  to  use  his  intellect ;  to  make  the 
most  of  time  ;  to  train  every  mental  power  to  alertness  ;  to 
perseverance  ;  and  to  acquire  increase  of  strength,  to  grap¬ 
ple  with  and  overcome  difficulties.  In  accomplishing  this 
noble  and  arduous  work,  the  faithful  teacher  will  endeavor 
to  correct  the  pupils’  habits  of  indolence  ;  to  soothe  and 
discipline  hasty  tempers ;  to  encourage  the  timid ;  to  con¬ 
vince  the  over-confident  of  their  ignorance  ;  and  to  show 
the  superficial  the  practical  need  of  a  clear  and  full  knowl¬ 
edge  of  their  lessons.  Nor  is  this  all :  the  earnest  teacher 
must  observe  that  those  who  are  quick  to  perceive  and  to 
acquire,  and  those  who  are  slow  to  comprehend,  need 
different  modes  of  instruction  ;  that  while  the  eager  and 
frequent  questions  of  the  former  deserve  encouragement, 
the  slower  and  less  active  powers  of  others  are  equally  en¬ 
titled  to  patient  attention,  and,  in  all  cases,  it  is  wise  to 
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deal  patiently,  and  try  to  awaken  in  youthful  minds  an 
appreciation  and  love  of  what  is  wise,  what  is  lovely,  what 
is  pure  and  noble. 

To  do  this,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  maintain  that  order 
and  discipline  which  are  essential  to  any  degree  of  success 
in  a  teacher,  requires  that  rare  combination  of  qualities 
which  comprises  strength  of  body,  activity  of  mind,  a 
cheerful  spirit,  steady  nerves,  and  an  aptness  for  impart¬ 
ing  instruction. 

Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  the  teacher  al¬ 
ways  needs  the  ready  sympathy  of  the  parents  and  guardi¬ 
ans  of  the  pupils.  To  all  such  we  would  say  : — 

Dear  Friends, — These  precious  children  are  yours  to 
love  and  cherish,  and  the  more  you  encourage  their  young 
hearts  by  your  words  of  cheer,  by  your  patience  to  listen 
to  the  new  thoughts  they  have  culled  at  school,  or  by  the 
few  minutes  which  you  each  day  devote  to  assisting  them 
in  those  matters  which  most  trouble  their  youthful  minds, 
the  more  you  will  know  of  their  progress,  the  more  grati¬ 
fying  will  be  their  improvement,  and,  bye  and  bye,  the 
greater  will  be  your  joy  and  pride  in  the  larger  intelli¬ 
gence,  ability  and  success  of  the  sons  and  daughters,  whom 
God  has  entrusted  to  your  care. 

It  gives  the  members  of  the  School  Board  pleasure  to 
bear  testimony  to  the  generally  satisfactory  appearance, 
which  the  schools  have  presented  during  the  several  visits 
of  the  Committee. 

The  mode  of  discipline  has  been  mild,  and  yet  in  most 
cases  efficient. 

It  is  a  matter  of  high  importance,  that  a  healthy  moral 
tone  pervade  our  schools ;  and  where  a  teacher,  by  exert¬ 
ing  her  efforts  to  attain  this  object,  indicates  her  feeling  of 
responsibility  for  it,  she  should  receive  the  commendation 
of  all.  The  formation  of  a  right  character  is  of  -para¬ 
mount  importance. 
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Mrs.  E.  P.  Coney,  of  the  North  School,  has  sustained, 
for  another  year,  her  high  rank  as  teacher.  Mrs.  C.’s  lit¬ 
tle  family  school, —  as  the  kindly  care,  patience,  excellent 
methods  of  instruction  and  limited  number  of  pupils  com¬ 
bine  to  make  it, —  always  shows  its  true  merit. 

Miss.  H.  B.  Danforth,  of  the  Centre  School,  who,  in  con¬ 
versation  with  the  Committee,  alluded  to  some  trials  that 
drew  largely  on  her  patience,  united  a  perseverance  and 
courage  to  strive  to  do  her  best,  throughout  the  year,  that 
was  praiseworthy.  Many  members  of  her  school,  who  by 
their  obedience,  industry  and  studious  efforts  have  attained 
good  results,  deserve  approbation. 

The  South  School,  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  S.  B. 
Hatch,  has,  from  the  first,  made  good  progress  in  the  right 
direction  and  shown  a  marked  improvement.  By  interest¬ 
ing  her  scholars  in  their  studies  and  maintaining  a  high 
order  of  discipline,  she  has  produced  results  very  gratifying 
to  the  Committee. 

To  the  credit  of  all,  the  teacher,  the  parents,  and  the 
pupils  have  been  in  full  sympathy.  May  the  harmony  go 
on  unbroken,  that  a  greater  good  may  be  attained. 

To  judicious  and  faithful  management  during  the  past, 
our  schools  are  indebted  for  much  of  excellence  they  now 
possess;  and,  on  the  continuance  of  it  their  future  welfare 
must  depend.

School  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Lynnfield  : 

The  School  Committee  herewith  present  their  Annual 
Report. 

At  a  Town  Meeting  held  in  Lynnfield,  November  7th, 
1882,  the  legal  voters  then  present,  by  way  of  amendment 
to  the  By-Laws  for  Truants  and  Absentees  from  school, 
then  in  force,  adopted,  by  an  unanimous  vote,  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles,  viz  : 


TRUANT  LAWS. 

Article  i.  The  Town  of  Lynnfield  hereby  avails  itself  of  the 
several  provisions  of  the  Statutes  of  this  Commonwealth,  now  in 
force,  relating  to  habitual  truants  and  absentees  from  school,  and 
in  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  thereby,  adopts  the  following 
By-Laws : 

Art.  2.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen 
years,  residing  in  said  town,  and  who  may  be  found  wandering 
about  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  said  town,  having  no  law¬ 
ful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending  school,  and  growing  up 
in  ignorance,  shall  be  committed  to  the  Plummer  Farm  School, 
Salem,  for  confinement,  instruction  and  discipline. 

Art.  3.  Two  or  more  truant  officers  shall  be  appointed  an¬ 
nually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  all  the  violations  of 
the  truant  laws  and  of  the  law  relating  to  compulsory  education, 
and  to  do  all  the  acts  required  of  them  by  the  laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Art.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  truant  officer,  previous 
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to  making  any  complaint  under  these  laws,  to  notify  the  truant, 
or  absentee  from  school,  also  his  parent  or  guardian,  of  the  of¬ 
fence  committed,  and  of  the  penalty  therefor;  and,  if  the  truant 
officer  can  obtain  satisfactory  pledges  for  the  restraint  and  reform¬ 
ation  of  the  child,  he  may,  at  his  discretion,  forbear  to  prosecute, 
so  long  as  such  pledges  are  faithfully  kept. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools,  and  the  citizens  generally,  to  aid 
the  truant  officers,  so  far  as  possible,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officers  to  keep  a  full 
record  of  all  their  official  acts,  and  make  an  annual  report  thereof 
to  the  School  Committee,  who  shall  publish  the  same  in  their 
own  report. 

Art.  7.  Nothing  in  these  By-Laws  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
alter  or  impair  the  obligation  and  duty  of  teachers  to  enforce 
punctuality  and  regularity  of  attendance,  and  to  preserve  good 
order  and  discipline. 

We  deem  it  our  duty, —  as  it  is  our  pleasure, —  to  report 
that  the  teachers  in  our  public  schools,  their  pupils  and  the 
parents  have,  during  the  year,  very  generally  manifested 
an  increased  interest  and  zeal  in  the  plans  of  improvement 
that  have  been  suggested  by  the  Committee.  As  a  result, 
the  schools  present  indications  of  progress,  both  encourag¬ 
ing  and  hopeful. 

By  a  firm  and  gentle  rule,  with  kindly,  sympathy,  the 
teachers  have  endeavored  to  hold  in  obedience  the  dear 
children  intrusted  to  their  care.  Onlv  in  a  few  instances 
have  the  pupils  failed  to  respond  to  the  wishes  of  their  in¬ 
structors  with  a  readiness  pleasing  to  take  note  of. 

Our  teachers  have  striven  to  be  faithful  to  the  little  chil¬ 
dren  ;  for  your  Committee  believe  a  good  thought,  carried 
into  the  intellectual,  moral  or  physical  training  of  a  child 
in  the  earliest  class,  sends  its  salutary  influence  even  to  the 
highest  grade.  It  should  not  be  forgotten,  that,  in  a  school 
system,  wholesome  influences,  especially  those  that  are 
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applied  directly  to  the  pupils  in  school,  always  gravitate 
from  the  lower  to  the  higher.  To  attend  to  the  higher 
grades,  therefore,  to  the  neglect  of  the  lower,  would  be  ex¬ 
tremely  unwise. 

A  leading  idea,  of  our  plan,  is  to  effect  improvements 
through  the  teachers  themselves.  There  must  be  an  in¬ 
terest  on  their  part  or  little  good  is  accomplished.  Let  the 
teachers  have  an  earnest  desire  to  excel  in  their  calling, 
and  their  schools  will  seldom  fail  to  rise  to  the  required 
standard  of  excellence.  Those  in  whom  such  a  desire  is 
not  felt,  and  cannot  be  created,  have  mistaken  their  voca¬ 
tion.  It  gives  us  satisfaction  to  state,  we  have  observed  an 
increasing  earnestness  on  the  part  of  our  teachers  to  ac¬ 
quire  greater  skill  in  teaching.  This  laudable  spirit  has 
been  manifested  in  a  gratifying  manner  and  with  happy 
results. 

The  North  School,  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  E.  P.  Coney, 
has  been  a  great  good,  in  many  ways,  in  its  little  commu¬ 
nity.  Mrs.  C.  is  a  teacher  with  few  peers,  and  is  alwa}^s 
conscientious  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  her  duties. 
The  practical  instruction  her  pupils  have  received  will  be 
carried  into  their  manhood  and  womanhood  in  a  way  that 
shall  be  a  help  to  them  to  the  end  of  their  lives.  May  the 
District  long  be  blest  with  her  successful  services  and  strong 
moral  power. 

The  Centre  School,  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Perry, 
has  shown  a  degree  of  thoroughness  that  has  given  great 
satisfaction  not  only  to  us,  but  also,  as  we  believe,  to  the 
parents  and  friends  of  the  pupils.  The  support  and  kindly 
thought  extended  to  Miss  Perry  has  greatly  strengthened 
her  position  and  enhanced  the  value  of  her  instruction. 
The  Committee  are  grateful  for  the  numerous  visits  and 
kind  words  of  the  people  of  the  Centre  District,  and  the 
interest  they  have  so  frequently  manifested  in  the  progress 
and  success  of  their  excellent  school. 
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The  South  School  was  opened  on  April  3d,  1882,  with 
Miss  S.  B.  Hatch  as  teacher,  who  entered  upon  her  duties 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  That  relation 

t 

was  sustained  until  January  3d,  1883,  when  it  abruptly 
terminated  in  consequence  of  serious  illness  in  Miss  H.’s 
family. 

On  January  10th,  Miss  J.  M.  Whipple  bravely  took  the 
work  in  hand  just  where  she  found  it,  and  has  thus  far  car¬ 
ried  it  with  some  improvements,  that  all  are  only  too  happy 
to  observe.

TEACHERS. 


Upon  the  general  success  and  prosperity  of  the  schools 
we  are  glad  to  report  so  favorably. 

The  North  School  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  E.  P. 
Coney  during  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms.  Mrs.  C.  with 
her  long  experience  in  teaching  has  lost  nothing  in  energy 
or  faculty  of  infusing  zeal  in  her  pupils.  The  school  con¬ 
tinued  to  prosper  with  all  its  former  excellence.  This 
school  has  been  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  so  good 
a  teacher  so  many  years,  and  at  the  close  of  the  Fall  term, 
the  Committee  were  sorry  to  receive  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Coney,  who  felt  her  strength  was  unequal  to  the 
winter’s  work. 

The  Winter  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  R.  Boynton, 
who  was  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  all  her  duties,  and  her 
success  in  government  and  teaching  was  so  good  that  the 
confidence  of  the  scholars  was  secured,  and  the  school  con¬ 
tinued  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
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The  Centre  School  was  in  charge  of  Miss  E.  P. 
Hood,  who  has  had  much  successful  experience  in  teach¬ 
ing,  and  during  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  did  good  work, 
and  we  considered  the  school  in  good  condition.  But  in  the 
Winter  term,  the  order  failed  to  such  an  extent  as  to  impair 
the  prosperity  of  the  school.  Yet  some  of  the  classes  made 
good  progress  in  study.  But  the  school  came  to  a  sudden 
termination,  on  account  of  the  resignation  of  the  teacher, 
one  week  before  the  end  of  the  regular  term.  We  think  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school,  and  earnest 
co-operation  with  the  teacher  by  a  greater  number  of  the 
parents,  would  have  added  very  much  to  the  success  of  the 
school. 

The  South  School  during  the  Spring  term  was  taught 
by  Miss  J.  M.  Whipple,  who  worked  hard  in  her  school, 
which  although  very  large  was  well  sustained.  The  reci¬ 
tations  were  prompt  and  the  order  good,  and  we  think  Miss 
Whipple  deserves  the  commendation,  well  done.  During 
the  Summer  vacation  Miss  Whipple  decided  not  to  return. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  scholars  in  this  school 
the  Committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  subject, 
decided  to  divide  the  school  into  Primary  and  -Grammar 
schools.  Accordingly,  seats  and  desks  were  placed  in 
the  upper  room  of  the  school  house  for  a  Primary  School, 
which  was  in  charge  of  Miss  S.  Newhall,  who  won  the 
love  of  the  scholars  and  confidence  of  the  parents,  and  her 
work  showed  fair  results  during  the  two  terms  she  taught. 
The  Grammar  School  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  S.  Taylor, 
who  was  in  all  respects  equal  to  her  work,  and  by  her  en¬ 
ergy  and  perseverance,  succeeded  in  making  the  school 
all  that  could  be  reasonably  expected  or  desired. 

While  we  have  thus  briefly  noticed  the  condition  and 
progress  of  our  schools,  let  no  one  think  that  good  schools 
are  easily  obtained — let  no  one  think  that  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  are  easily  disposed  of.  In  no  way  can  more 
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injur}T  be  done  than  by  careless  remarks  in  presence  of 
children,  disparaging  to  schools  or  teachers.  It  is  equally 
true  that  very  much  help  may  be  given  by  careful  and 
kindly  speaking  of  schools  and  all  their  connections. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  much  has  been  done  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  our  schools  by  many  of  the  parents,  still 
there  is  room  for  improvement.  These  children  will  soon 
take  their  places  in  the  community  and  be  a  power  for  good 
or  evil,  and  the  schools  have  much  to  do  in  forming  the 
character.  We  may  provide  houses,  teachers,  and  books, 
yet  no  school  is  successful  unless  the  scholars  study  for 
themselves  with  diligence  and  perseverance  day  after  day. 
The  teacher  should  love  her  occupation  and  try  to  excel  in 
it,  applying  and  improving  all  means  to  promote  the  inter¬ 
est  of  the  school ;  yet  it  is  not  those  scholars  who  are  most 
helped,  drilled,  or  crammed  by  the  teacher,  that  know  the 
most  at  the  close  of  the  school,  or  who  are  best  prepared 
for  the  duties  of  life — they  gain  strength  by  using  the 
strength  they  have.  Let  us  profit  by  experience,  and  by 
united  efforts  strive  for  greater  excellence  in  the  future.

3d. — To  hear  the  reports  of  Town  Officers,  and  act  thereon. 
4th. — To  raise  money  for  support  of  Schools  the  current  year. 
5th. — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  Highways,  and  deter¬ 
mine  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

6th. — To  raise  money  for  Town  expenses  the  current  year. 

7th. — To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  Taxes  the  cur¬ 
rent  year. 

8th. — To  fix  a  time  when  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  settle 
his  account. 

9th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  charge 
interest  on  all  Taxes  not  paid  at  the  time  he  is  required  to  settle 
his  account.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Lynnfield  : 

During  the  school-year  now  closing,  your  Committee 
have  paid  one  hundred  and  thirty  visits  to  the  schools  in 
this  town,  and  in  many  of  these  visits  have  seen  much  to 
commend. 

The  discipline  has  been  almost  exceptionally  good.  The 
teachers  have  been  generally  faithful  in  their  work,  and 
nearly  all  have  exhibited  a  desire  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  best  methods  of  instruction  and  dis¬ 
cipline. 

The  demands  that  are  made  continually  upon  a  teacher, 
where  she  is  earnest  in  her  work,  and  by  her  zeal  inspires 
a  proper  ambition  in  the  hearts  of  her  pupils,  are  most 
exacting.  Intellect  and  heart,  soul  and  body,  are  put  in 
requisition  ;  and  to  organize  a  school  discreetly,  to  conduct 
it  successfully,  are  high  honors  to  any  one  ;  for  they  re¬ 
quire  distinguished  mental  ability,  and  a  character  so  well 
balanced  that  the  most  respected  might  well  covet.  Many 
strive  for  this  rare  combination  of  attainments,  but  few 
only  are  found  adequately  prepared  for  the  arduous  duties. 

The  work  of  a  large  school,  to  be  all  it  can  be,  —  all  it 
should  be, — taxes  the  invention  of  a  fertile  imagination, 
and  calls  for  Christian  philanthropy  and  wise  foresight. 

We  are  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  the  general  fidelity 
and  devotedness  of  our  teachers.  Their  delinquencies 
were  not  numerous  but  exceptional.  It  may  be  proper  to 
remind  the  citizens  that  it  is  not  our  practice  to  visit  the 
schools  solely  or  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 
But  it  should  be  our  leading  object  to  aid ,  to  encourage 
both  teacher  and  taught,  by  advice  and  suggestions  and 
by  conducting  exercises  in  teaching  and  training  the 
pupils. 

Among  our  Primary  pupils  we  have  no  more  important 
article  of  apparatus  than  the  slate.  In  the  proper  use  of 
the  slate,  its  vast  capabilities  as  an  instrument  of  elemen-

tary  teaching  seem  as  yet  but  imperfectly  appreciated  by 
most  teachers. 

By  the  aid  of  the  slate  and  blackboard  the  truly  skillful 
teacher  can  make  the  instruction  in  reading,  spelling, 
writing  and  numbers,  a  hundred  per  cent  better  than  it 
would  be  possible  for  her  to  make  it  without  these  imple¬ 
ments. 

Teachers  of  all  classes,  especially  of  lower  classes, 
should  be  encouraged  to  adopt  those  methods  of  teaching 
which  produce  best  results.  We  wish  to  see  pupils  work 
with  a  good  degree  of  earnestness  in  school ;  but  it  is  al¬ 
ways  painful  to  an  educator  to  witness  species  of  me¬ 
chanical  drudgery  which  add  nothing  to  useful  scholar¬ 
ship. 

FREE  TEXT-BOORS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

The  following  law  was  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of 
Massachusetts,  and  approved  by  the  Governor. 

Section  i.  The  School  Committee  of  every  city  and  town 
shall  purchase,  at  the  expense  of  said  city  or  town,  text-books 
and  other  school  supplies  used  in  the  public  schools,  and  said 
text-books  and  supplies  shall  be  loaned  to  the  pupils  of  said  pub¬ 
lic  schools  free  of  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
to  care  and  custody  as  the  School  Committees  may  prescribe. 

Section  2.  Pupils  supplied  with  text-books  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall  not  be  supplied  with  similar  books 
by  the  Committee  until  needed. 

Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of 
August,  1SS4. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  law,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  believed  the  adoption  of  a  judicious  plan  would 
promote  economy,  and  therefore  adopted  some  suggestions 
offered  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

In  the  front  of  each  loaned  book  we  pasted  a  copy  of 
the  following  : 
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PROPERTY  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  LYNNFIELD. 

This  book  is  loaned  to  the  pupil  on  the  following  con¬ 
ditions  : 

1 .  It  is  to  be  carefully  used  and  not  marked  or  defaced. 

2.  It  is  not  to  be  taken  from  the  school-room  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  teacher. 

3.  If  lost  or  injured  it  is  to  be  paid  for  by  the  pupil  using  it. 

Each  book  was  numbered,  and  a  record  kept  by  the 
teacher  in  a  blank  book  prepared  for  the  purpose,  of  the 
cost  of  the  book,  the  number,  the  name  of  thd  school,  to 
whom  loaned  and  the  date. 

These  books  are  to  be  inspected  every  month,  and  those 
lost  or  unnecessarily  injured,  are  to  be  reported  to  the 
Committee.  In  such  cases  we  have  required  payment 
from  the  pupil  to  whom  the  book  was  charged. 

In  most  instances  the  loaned  books  have  been  used  care¬ 
fully,  and  supplies  furnished  economically  ;  and,  though 
the  bills  incurred  may  seem  large  to  those  who  have  given 
the  subject  but  little  thought,  we  believe  nothing  useless 
or  unnecessary  has  been  furnished  :  and  we  think  our  first 
year  will  be  our  most  expensive  one  if  the  care  is  given  to 
the  supplies  that  the  subject  demands. 

Owing  to  the  very  small  number  of  pupils  of  school 
ages,  who  lived  near  the  North  School-house,  and  the  ex¬ 
pressed  desire  of  some  parents  who  have  heretofore  sent 
children  to  that  school,  it  was  deemed  temporarily  expe¬ 
dient  to  allow  the  North  pupils  to  attend  the  Centre  School. 

The  Centre  School  was  under  the  instruction  of  Annie 
L.  Davis  for  the  entire  school  year,  and  it  has,  during  the 
successive  terms,  been  a  source  of  pride  and  pleasure  to 
your  Committee.  Miss  Davis  has  shown  tact  and  marked 
ability  as  a  disciplinarian  and  teacher.  The  methodical 
system  upon  which  her  instruction  was  based,  laid  an 
excellent  foundation  in  some  of  the  classes  for  future  work. 
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Her  earnest  endeavor  to  induce  the  pupils  to  grasp  funda¬ 
mental  principles  was  praiseworthy.  They  have  mani¬ 
fested  an  unusual  interest  in  their  school-work  and  deserve 
commendation.  In  short,  it  may  truly  be  said  of  Miss 
Davis,  she  has  shown  herself  possessed  of  untiring  energy, 
and  has  been  devoted,  high-toned,  conscientious,  success¬ 
ful.  Moreover,  the  parents  have  been  mindful  of  the  in¬ 
terests  of  their  precious  children,  and  many  visits  during 
the  school-year,  to  see  how  the  work  was  carried  on, 
have  attested  their  sympathy. 

When  it  seemed  wise  to  divide  the  South  School,  the 
change  was  effected,  not  hastily,  but  with  the  full  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  parents  and  citizens  interested.  On  receiving 
a  petition  from  many  parents  in  the  District,  your  Chair¬ 
man  called  a  public  meeting,  which  all  fathers,  mothers, 
voters  and  taxpayers  were  cordially  invited  to  attend. 
After  an  hour’s  careful  review  of  reasons,  favorable  or 
otherwise,  those  present  were  invited  to  express  approval 
or  disapproval  ;  and,  without  one  dissenting  voice  it  was 
the  expressed  wish  that  the  division  of  school  be  made. 

Of  the  utility  of  this  modification  there  seems  to  be  no 
doubt.  The  full  perfection  of  its  fruit,  at  this  time,  it  is 
too  early  to  look  for.  It  is  far  more  important  to  consider 
how  to  make  the  most  of  its  advantages  and  how  to  avoid 
the  evils  to  which  it  is  liable. 

The  South  Grammar  School  continued  under  the  charge 
of  Leila  S.  Taylor  till  the  close  of  the  spring  term  ;  and 
Miss  Taylor’s  excellent  discipline  was  maintained  to  the 
end.  During  the  summer  vacation,  she  honorably  ten¬ 
dered  her  resignation  and  accepted  a  more  lucrative  posi¬ 
tion  in  Medway.  The  sympathy  and  kindest  wishes  of  the 
Committee  for  her  prosperity  and  success  followed  her  to 
her  new  field  of  labor. 

Minnie  L.  Farnsworth  was  appointed  her  successor, 
September  i,  and  carried  the  school,  both  successfully  and 
satisfactorily,  to  the  close  of  the  school-year.  Miss  Farns- 
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worth  united  great  firmness  with  rare  gentleness,  and  won 
the  genuine  love  as  well  as  the  respect  pf  her  pupils. 
Full  of  sympathy  for  the  disappointments  as  well  as  the 
successes  of  childhood,  there  was  that  mutual  bond  of 
harmony  that  should  always  exist  in  a  school.  Miss 
Farnsworth’s  ability  to  make  all  her  school-work  clear, 
and  her  industry,  made  her  services  of  more  than  usual 
value.  The  general  discipline  has  remained  in  the  uni¬ 
formly  excellent  condition  during  the  four  years  just  clos¬ 
ing.  We  cannot  pass  over  this  point  lightly.  All  honor 
to  the  boys  and  girls  who  did  not  forget  to  try  to  do 
right;  and  to  the  teachers  in  charge  of  that  room,  who 
not  only  commanded  respect  for  proper  law  but  exacted 
obedience. 

Alice  C.  Dockham  was  in  charge  of  the  South  Primary 
School  from  the  beginning  of  the  school-year  till  October 
24,  when  she  left  her  school  to  accept  a  position  as  sub¬ 
stitute  in  Chelsea,  with  increased  compensation.  On 
October  28,  your  Committee  received  Miss  Dockham’s 
resignation,  which  was  accepted  with  regret.  It  is  always 
a  misfortune  to  have  successful  school-work  interrupted  in 
the  midst  of  a  term  and  without  the  slightest  note  of  warning. 

Florence  M.  Ellis  was  employed  as  substitute  till  the 
close  of  the  term  ;  and  it  affords  the  special  Committee 
on  that  School,  pleasure  to  sav,  Miss  Ellis’  review  of  Miss 
Dockham’s  work  was  remarkably  thorough  and  satisfactory. 

During  the  winter  term  this  school  was  in  charge  of 
Sarah  E.  Downing,  of  Lynnfield  Centre. 

In  the  South  Schools,  during  the  past  four  years,  the 
teachers  have  reported  nine  hundred  and  five  visits  from 
parents  and  others  ;  and  the  Committee  deem  it  but  just  to 
express  to  those  parents  their  appreciation  of  the  unusual 
interest  and  sympathy  thus  evinced  in  the  every-day  work 
of  the  schools,  that  could  not  fail  to  have  a  beneficial 
effect  upon  the  children. 

During  the  four  years  now  closing,  Emma  L.  Richard- 
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son  has  been  neither  absent  nor  tardy.  Fred.  A.  Eaton, 
during  the  same  period,  has  not  been  tardy  and  was  absent 
but  one-half  day,  when  confined  to  his  bed  by  illness. 
Clara  M.  Herrick  of  the  Centre  School  was  not  absent  dur¬ 
ing  two  successive  terms  and  tardy  but  once. 

Your  Committee  appreciate  the  foundation  in  music 
that  Helen  B.  Munroe  laid  so  thoroughly.  Those  who 
witnessed  the  results  in  both  exhibition  and  examination 
expressed  kind  approval. 

The  introduction  of  music  into  our  schools,  in  an  econom¬ 
ical  and  judicious  manner,  has  its  bearing  on  the  educated 
speech  of  our  children,  in  its  refining  influence  ;  and,  in 
its  instruction,  we  find  the  little  child  its  apt  and  willing 
learner  of  simple  melodies.  When  the  teacher  is  com¬ 
petent  and  careful  in  this  exercise  a  great  good  is  done. 
Variety  is  brought  into  the  child’s  life.  Something  is 
accomplished  in  training  the  vocal  organs,  and  there  comes 
an  improvement  in  the  tones,  that  has  much  to  do  with 
refined  and  musical  speech. 

In  behalf  of  our  children  we  ask,  44  What  is  the  object 
of  our  schools  except  to  raise  high-minded  men  and 
women,  such  as  the  wise  and  good  of  all  ages  describe?” 

Let  our  young  friends  look  to  it  that  they  do  not  dis¬ 
appoint  the  expectations  that  their  elders  have  a  right  to 
form,  after  the  labors  and  sacrifices  others  have  borne  in 
their  behalf. 

Let  them  remember  that  saying  of  ancient  wisdom, 
“that  the  gods  have  placed  labor  before  excellence,”  and 
that  those  who  would  attain  the  latter,  in  any  position  in 
life,  must  comply  with  the  inexorable  condition  laid  down 
by  the  heavenly  powers.  If  they  would  win,  and  keep 
what  they  have  won,  they  must  work  for  it.  By  work,  we 
make  the  best  part  of  life  the  more  intense.  By  work, 
wisely  directed  and  properly  performed,  we  may  double 
our  capacities  without  exhausting  our  energies.  Let  us 
waste  no  time  in  sloth  or  enervating  indulgence. 
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“  Encircled  by  her  heaven-bright  band, 

On  a  rough  steep  doth  Virtue  stand, 

And  he  who  hopes  to  win  the  goal, 

To  manhood's  height  who  would  aspire. — 

Must  spurn  each  sensual,  low’  desire. 

Must  never  falter,  never  tire, 

But  on  with  sweat-drops  of  the  soul.” 

We  prolong  our  lives  by  filling  them  with  new  thoughts 
and  precious  truths.  We  enlarge  our  best  enjoyments  by 
studying  those  literary  works  in  which  the  most  illustrious 
men  of  former  ages  still  speak  to  us.  We  add  to  our 
acquaintance  by  studying  the  works'  of  such  ;  and  we  may 
know  them  almost  as  intimately  as  it  we  had  met  them  in 
living  form.  We  may  lengthen  our  days,  as  it  were,  so 
as  to  include  the  ages  in  which  lived  the  great  and  good 
of  centuries. 

We  hope  our  pupils  will  all  strive  in  the  future  to  be 
wise  and  worth v  by  faithfully  cultivating  all  their  moral 
and  intellectual  powers.

SCHOOL  STATISTICS. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  Centre  School  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  A.  L.  Davis,  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  which  was  her  second  year  in  this  school,  and  she 
has  fully  sustained  the  high  reputation  she  gained  in  her  first  year  and 
carried  the  school  successfully  through  the  year,  with  the  same  tact 
and  ability  to  govern,  to  instruct  and  to  inspire,  and  we  think  we 
know  whereof  we  speak,  when  we  say  that  two  years  of  better  work 
have  almost  never  been  done  in  this  school. 

The  work  that  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  instruction  given 
outside  of  the  text  books  in  a  supplementary  way  has  been  great,  and 
will  influence  the  minds  of  these  scholars  through  life,  and  this  has  been 
done  in  face  of  obstacles  that  were  quite  discouraging,  and  a  severe 
trial  to  the  patience  and  endurance  of  the  teacher. 

The  South  Grammar  School  has  been  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  M.  L.  Farnsworth.  This  is  the  second  year  Miss  F.  has  been  in 
this  school,  and  she  also  has  won  and  sustained  an  enviable  reputa¬ 
tion  as  a  successful  teacher.  Her  means  of  disipline  are  so  mild,  that 
they  appear  not  to  exist,  yet  so  effective  that  every  scholar  in  school 
is  made  unconsciously  to  do  just  what  the  teacher  requires.  Miss  F. 
has  been  indefatigable  in  her  labor  in  this  school,  and  we  are  glad  to 
say,  that  her  labor  has  been  appreciated  by  scholars  and  parents.  We 
judge  this  school  upon  its  own  merits,  work  and  standing*  and  we  feel 
justified  in  saying,  that  a  great  deal  of  supplementary  work  has  been 
w^ell  done  in  this  school  during  the  past  year,  and  much  instruction 
has  been  given  in  useful  and  practical  knowledge  that  will  mould  the 
character  of  the  pupils  for  happy  and  useful  lives. 

The  South  Primary  School  has  been  most  unfortunate  in  a  fre¬ 
quent  change  of  teachers.  Miss  H.  L.  Davis  had  charge  of  this  school 
for  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  year,  and  appeared  to  be  doing  quite 
well,  but  was  obliged  to  leave  on  account  of  sickness.  The  school  was 
then  under  the  charge  of  Miss  A.  C.  Jones,  for  seven  and  one-half 
weeks  and  was  doing  well,  when  Scarlet  fever  broke  up  the  school  for 
the  term.  The  fall  term  commenced  with  Miss  K.  B.  McHugh  who 
was  a  good  teacher,  but  at  the  end  of  two  weeks  she  was  taken  sick 
and  obliged  to  leave  the  school  After  a  short  interval  of  time  the 
services  of  the  present  teacher,  Miss  J.  S.  Smiley,  were  engaged.  Miss 
S  is  well  adapted  and  qualified  for  her  work,  and  has  the  entire  con¬ 
fidence  of  her  pupils,  and  has  by  the  mildest  methods  succeeded  in 
keeping  good  order,  and  of  keeping  the  little  folks  busy  and  interest- 
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ed  in  what  they  are  doing,  and  of  having  so  pleasing  and  interesting 
a  way  of  instruction  as  to  give  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Committee,  - 
and  we  believe  to  the  parents 

In  addition  and  conclusion  it  may  be  truthfully  said,  that  we  have 
live  teachers  in  all  the  schools,  who  are  wide  awake  to  secure  the  best 
of  the  modern  methods  in  teaching,  and  who  deserve  to  be  sustained 
in  their  work  by  parents,  pupils  and  Committee,  and  well  supplied  with 
all  they  need  to  work  with  We  also  feel  that  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  in  an  acquaintance  and  experience  of  many  years  in  the 
schools  of  this  town  with  the  exception  of  the  interruption  in  the  Pri¬ 
mary  School  there  has  not  been  one  more  successful  than  the  year 
just  closed 

As  compared  with  the  thirty-four  other  towns  in  Essex  Co.,  Lynn- 
field  stands  fifth  in  the  average  attendance  of  her  scholars ;  and  also 
by  the  State  Report  but  four  cities  and  three  towns  in  the  County 
paid  more  to  their  female  teachers,  than  Lynnfield  has  paid  in  the 
past  year. 

SCHOOLS  AND  METHODS. 

In  schools,  and  methods  of  teaching  them,  there  is  a  wide  scope 

for  judgment,  theory  and  practice.  Pope  says, 

“For  forms  of  government  let  fools  contest, 

That’s  best  administered  is  best.” 

We  believe  that  a  great  deal  of  this  may  be  applied  to  schools, 
and  that,  as  the  Secretary  of  our  State  Board  of  Education  says, 
“Teachers  should  be  left  as  far  as  possible  to  work  in  their  own  meth¬ 
ods  and  ways,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  consent  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee.”  Any  system,  method,  or  teacher  that  attempts  to  instruct  by 
pouring  into  the  mind  of  the  pupil,  fails  in  its  object  and  falls  far 
short  of  the  true  design  of  teaching  the  pupils  to  use  their  own  fac¬ 
ulties.  It  is  impossible  that  children  learn  to  write  by  having  the 
writing  done  for  them,  and  alike  impossible  that  they  learn  anything 
in  a  way  to  do  them  any  good  by  the  pouring- in  system  Let  the 
object  be  presented  and  the  pupil  required  to  learn  about  it  with  as 
little  showing  as  possible.  Who  will  judge  between  the  drawing-out 
and  the  pouring-in  system  and  not  give  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
former.  In  this  connection  your  Committee  would  recommend  to 
have  carried  out  the  suggestions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  “That  there  be  provided  a  few  measures  of  length  and 
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capacity,  blocks,  maps  and  plans,  (inexpensive)  as  shall  bring  the 
pupils  in  contact  with  some  of  the  things  they  have  to  learn  about. 

We  also  learn,  from  the  State  Report,  that  some  towns  no  larger 
than  our  own  employ  a  School  Superintendent  in  addition  to  the 
School  Committee.  By  a  bill  now  pending  in  the  Legislature  this 
subject  may  be  decided  for  all  towns  by  the  State 

Of  writers,  and  what  there  is  written  upon  Education,  there  is  no 
want  or  lack ;  indeed,  it  seems  as  though  if  all  were  published  that 
has  been  written  or  may  be  written,  “The  world  would  scarcely  con¬ 
tain  the  books  that  would  be  made.”  And  yet  the  truth  remains 
that  very  many  of  our  most  useful  and  successful,  and  of  our  great 
and  learned  men,  had  the  poorest  chances  to  get  their  education. 

Very  much  may  be  summed  up  in  these  words  : — Work,  earnest 
work ;  work  by  the  Parents,  work  by  the  Committee,  work  by  the 
Teachers,  work  by  the  Scholars.  When  these  all  work  together  intel¬ 
ligently  there  can  be  no  failure  in  school  work  to  produce  good  results. 

Before  closing  this  report  your  Committee  deem  it  but  an  act  of 
justice  to  give  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Jacob 
Hood,  who  has  so  lately  passed  from  among  us  He  was  much 
known  in  Essex  County  as  Master  Hood.  So  long  and  so  faithful  a 
teacher,  and  so  zealous  a  friend  and  promoter  of  education  and  relig- 

•  *  •  -  •'*  ■  r  4  n 

ion,  that  a  fitting  epitaph  for  him  would  be  “He  taught  boys  to  read.” 

For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  of  this 
town,  and,  though  at  an  age  when  most  men  think  it  necessary  to  re¬ 
tire  from  the  active  duties  of  life,  his  mind  was  still  vigorous  for  the 
work  he  loved  so  well. 

He  was  ever  faithful  to  duty  in  town,  school  and  church  affairs  In  his 
death  we  feel  we  have  lost  a  Father,  and  a  bright  example  in  all  these 
things  None  knew  him  but  to  love  and  respect  him,  and  “even  his 
failings  leaned  to  virtue’s  side  ” 

Even  in  the  last  days  of  his  life  he  was  still  active  in  such  literary 
work  as  he  could  do,  and  when  at  94  years  of  age  he  so  calmly  and 
peacefully  fell  asleep  “and  was  not,  for  God  took  him,”  we  feel  that 
he  awoke  in  those  mansions  not  made  with  hands,  that  are  prepared 
for  him,  and  all  who,  like  him,  are  faithful  to  the  end.

SCHOOL  STATISTICS. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  Centre  School  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Annie  L.  Davis  during 
the  spring  term,  and  was  kept  up  to  the  same  degree  of  excellence 
which  characterized  her  teaching  through  the  previous  two  years  in 
which  she  had  taught  the  school.  Early  in  the  summer  vacation 
Miss  Davis  tendered  her  resignation,  which  was  received  with  very 

i 

much  regret. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term,  Miss  J.  S.  Smiley,  who  had 
taught  a  year  in  the  South  Primary  School  with  the  best  of  success 
was  promoted  to  take  charge  of  the  Centre  School,  but  after  a  little 
more  than  one  term  preferred  to  return  to  the  position  offered  her  in 
the  South  Primary  School,  which,  on  account  of  sickness,  was  with¬ 
out  a  teacher.  ' .  '  ; 

Miss  Laura  H.  Pickering  taught  nine  weeks  of  the  winter  term 
with  a  very  good  degree  of  success ;  but  the  attendance  was  much 
broken  on  account  of  sickness. 

i 

The  South  Grammar  School  was  taught  by  Miss  M.  L.  Farns¬ 
worth  in  the  spring  term  with  the  same  success  that  had  previously 
marked  her  connection  ^ith  the  school.  In  the  summer  vacation  the 
Committee  were  sorry  to  receive  her  resignation. 

Miss  Sadie  Newhall  was  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  school, 
and  through  the  fall  and  winter  terms  has  worked  hard  and  success¬ 
fully  in  the  school  which  has  steadily  improved  under  her  care. 

Miss  J.  S.  Smiley  taught  the  South  Primary  School  in  the  spring 
and  winter  terms,  and  continued  to  keep  up  the  same  interest  in  her 
pupils  that  she  did  in  her  previous  care  of  the  school.  Miss  Smiley 
has  an  excellent  faculty  of  teaching.  Her  scholars  are  always  busy 
and  quiet  about  their  work.  ' 

Miss  Annie  B.  Stevens  taught  this  school  in  the  fall  and  three 
weeks  of  the  winter  term.  This  was  her  first  experience  in  teaching, 
but  she  soon  won  the  confidence  and  love  of  her  scholars,  and  taught 
them  successfully  until  sickness  compelled  her  to  resign. 

Your  Committee- are  glad  to  say  that  the  schools  in  this  town  have 
been  reasonably  successful  and  satisfactory.  An  unusual  amount  of 
sickness  has  very  much  interrupted  all  the  schools  through  the  winter 
term  and  there  have  been  more  changes  in  teachers  than  we  com¬ 
monly  '  have  had.  It  is  an  unavoidable  but  discouraging  part  of  a 
School  Committee’s  work  to  employ  teachers  ’that  have  been  success- 
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ful  in  one  school,  and  find  them  unsuccessful  in  other  schools.  The 
children  of  the  North  District  have  been  carried  to  the  Centre 
School,  thus  giving  them  better  school  privileges  than  they  would 
have  had  if  a  school  had  been  opened  in  their  own  district,  which 
would  have  been  of  necessity  quite  small. 

In  order  that  we  may  see  how  schools  average  in  quality,  we  make 
this  extract  from  the  report  of  one  of  the  State  School  Agents.  “  Of 
the  teaching  in  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  rooms  about  equally  divid¬ 
ed  between  graded  and  ungraded  schools,  I  found  thirty-seven  to  be 
good  and  very  good,  sixty-four  fair,  and  fifty-one  poor  and  very  poor. 
The  common  faults  in  poor  schools  consists  of  using  signs  and  sourc¬ 
es  of  knowledge  instead  of  the  things  themselves ;  of  substituting 
memorized  analysis  and  explanations  for  reasoning ;  of  telling  in 
place  of  teaching ;  and  of  doing  for  the  pupils  what  they  should  do 
for  themselves.” 

MORAL  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  undeniably  true  that  the  moral  tone  of  our  schools  has  been 
greatly  improved  within  the  past  few  years,  and  that  the  means  of 
discipline  are  less  severe  than  formerly.  Yet  it  is  true  that  more  may 
be  done  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  relating  to  moral 
instruction,  and  that  the  methods  of  discipline  can  be  greatly  im¬ 
proved.  In  all  school  work,  moral  and  intellectual,  the  parents  have 
always  an  important  part  to  perform.  If  they  are  careless  in  regard 
to  attendance  or  conduct,  an  evil  is  committed  that  is  very  hard  to 
overcome.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to 
charge  interest  on  all  taxes  not  paid  at  the  time  he  is  required  to 
settle  his  account. 


Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  cause  the  streets  in  town  to  be 
named,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  tuition  of  Schol¬ 
ars  that  may  wish  to  attend  the  High  Schools  of  Wakefield  or  Pea¬ 
body,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  measures  to  enforce  the 
Sunday  law,  in  relation  to  fishing,  picnics,  &c. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  cause  the  boundaries  of  the 
streets  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  defined,  that  are  not  fully  de¬ 
fined,  or  take  any  action  thereon.

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In  accordance  with  precedent  duty  and  law,  the  School  Committee 
has  the  honor  to  present  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Lynnfield. 

The  common  school  system  of  Massachusetts  has  been  so  long 
established,  and  il  s  benefits  so  fully  appreciated  by  all  classes  of 
people,  that  it  is  needless  to  mention  its  importance, — almost  as  well 
discuss  the  importance  of  the  air  we  breathe.  So  long  has  it  been 
established,  so  many  reports  made  and  so  much  written  on  the  subject 
that  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  say  anything  new  about  schools  or 
education.  But  we  think  that  in  reminding  people  of  a  truth  already 
known  as  important,  a  service  may  sometimes  be  done  as  in  telling 
them  something  they  have  not  known  before. 

We  believe  in  the  common  schools  of  our  state,  scattered  as  they 
are  through  city  and  country,  that  they  are  second  only  in  importance 
to  that  religion  which  originated  and  sustains  them,  and  which  we 
believe  will  sustain  and  perpetuate  them  in  spite  of  all  opposition  by 
sectarian  opponents.  And  we  digress  so  far  as  to  say  that  when  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  has  champions  for  the  common  schools  of 
Massachusetts,  so  strong  and  so  firmly  believing  in  them  and  so  zeal¬ 
ous  for  their  welfare  and  die  education  of  children,  that  they  will 
introduce  into  our  legislature  a  bill  for  the  provision  of  free  text  books 
in  the  public  schools,  there  is  little  danger  to  our  school  system  even 
from  that  source. 

While  we  fully  recognize  the  importance  of  the  elaborate  supervis¬ 
ion,  the  complicated  system  and  machine-like  work  of  the  graded 
schools  of  the  city,  we  just  as  firmly  believe  in  the  semi -graded  or 
ungraded  schools  of  the  Country,  with  all  their  defects  and  disadvan¬ 
tages,  which  are  many  and  great,  and  the  children  who  attend  a  good 
country  school  are  immeasurably  better  off  than  those  who  attend 
the  city  schools, — for  what  can  measure  the  moral  and  healthful  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  country  school  as  compared  with  the  city. 
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If  their  progress  in  country  schools  is  slower,  that  slowness  is  often 
in  their  favor.  They  have  sounder  minds  in  sounder  bodies,  and 
develope  into  a  better  educated  manhood  and  womanhood.  This 
may  be  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  their  education  is  more  practical. 
They  see  more  of  the  things  they  study  about.  That  practical  educa¬ 
tion  which  the  city  tries  so  hard  to  obtain,  the  country  has  continually 
in  its  hands,  and  it  is  the  fault  of  country  parents,  teachers  and  chil¬ 
dren  if  they  fail  to  make  good  use  of  those  object  lessons  before  them. 

If  you  think  we  are  a  little  strong  on  country  schools  we  can  assure 
you  that  we  are  confirmed  in  these  views  by  some  of  the  highest  edu¬ 
cational  authority  in  the  state.  Moreover,  we  are  strong  in  these 
views  as  they  apply  to  the  schools  of  Lynnfield,  because  we  want  you 
to  be  strong  with  us,  so  that  by  united  strength  we  may  make  them 
better  than  they  are  ;  that  we  so  improve  all  the  advantages  we 
have,  that  comparison  with  the  schools  of  any  place  shall  be  favorable 
to  our  schools.  We  are  strong  on  country  schools  because  of  the 
tendency  to  decry  and  berate  them,  to  say  and  feel  that  because  they 
are  ungraded  country  schools  they  are  almost  useless  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  arc  maintained.  Remember  that  the  greatest  intel¬ 
lects  of  the  nation,  Washington,  Webster,  Lincoln,  Grant  and  Gar- 
tield,  began  their  education  in  ungraded  country  schools,  and  when 
we  include  a  large  part  of  the  successful  business,  educational  and 
professional  men  and  women  of  our  own  time,  there  is  little  reason 
to  berate  them. 

Let  the  citizens  of  Lynnfield  be  as  loyal  to  their  town  and  schools 
as  was  Flora  Mclvor  who  so  loved  her  country  that  she  would  tole¬ 
rate  and  love  no  one  who  had  not  an  equal  love  for  it.  Be  so  loyal 
to  the  schools  that  you  will  never  hinder  their  work  or  retard  their 
progress  by  decrying  them  in  the  presence  of  children  until  you  have 
made  a  strong  effort  to  improve  them.  Let  the  parents  see  that  their 
children  are  punctual  and  constant  in  attendance. 

Let  them  be  more  careful  to  sustain  the  committee  and  teachers  in 
their  decisions,  until,  if  wrong,  they  are  changed. 

In  regard  to  the  particular  condition  /of  our  own  schools  we 
would  say  that,  although  defective  on  many  accounts  and  far  from 
ideal  or  practical  perfection,  they  have  been  successful  in  most  of 
those  things  which  pertain  to  good  schools.  We  refer  again  to  State 
authority  in  saying  that  they  are  “pretty  well  up.”  With  the  excep- 
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tion  of  the  Centre  School  the  teachers  have  heen  continuous  in  ser¬ 
vice  from  one  to  three  years.  In  this  we  are  fortunate  as  it  avoids 
the  patch  work  which  is  inevitable  in  a  frequent  change  of  teachers. 
Miss  Lura  H.  Pickering  had  charge  of  the  Centre  School  three  weeks 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  was  doing  a  good  work,  when  she 
was  called  to  a  larger  and  more  lucrative  position  bv  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Portsmouth  schools,  who  had  been  her  Superintendent  in 
another  town  in  Massachusetts. .  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ida  A. 
Nutter  who  successfully  carried  the  school  through  the  spring  term. 
During  the  summer  vacation  the  Committee  were  sorry  to  receive  her 
resignation.  She  had  received  an  offer  and  accepted  a  position  in 
one  of  the  schools  of  Quincy.  Miss  Mattie  Plammond  took  charge 
of  this  school  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term.  Miss  H.  had 
the  very  desirable  qualification  of  experience  in  mixed  schools,  and 
has  taught  this  school  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  parents 
and  scholars,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  this  school,  in  charge 
of  Miss  PI.,  has  been  a  decided  success. 

The  singing  in  this  school  is  remarkably  good  at  the  present  time, 
and  has  been  very  much  improved  by  instruction  from  Miss  Jennie 
Flanagan,  whose  service  in  this  has  been  gratuitous,  except  so  far  as 
during  one  term  she  was  paid  by  the  teacher. 

In  this  school  by  advice  of  the  Committee,  the  plan  has  been  tried 
of  having  no  recess,  but  of  allowing  the  scholars  to  leave  the  room 
for  a  few  minutes,  one  at  a  time  in  regular  order.  By  doing  this  Ihe 
school  avoids  the  confusion  and  all  attendant  boisterous  and  disord¬ 
erly  evils  of  a  recess  in  the  middle  of  a  school  session.  The  time 
thus  gained  is  taken  off  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  South  Grammar  School  has  been  taught  by  Miss  Sadie  New- 
hall  during  the  year.  Miss  N.  always  has  an  orderly  school,  has 
the  confidence  of  her  pupils  and  appears  to  the  Committee  to  be 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  her  duties  in  the  school  room.  She  has 
given  a  great  deal  of  oral  instruction  which  is  one  fashion  of  modern 
teaching. 

The  penmanship  in  this  school  has  had  much  attention  and 
attracted  the  notice  of  the  Committee  and  friends  at  the  close  of 
the  school.  We  would  be  glad  to  have  noticed  more  progress  in 
some  of  the  studies.  This  may  be  accounted  for,  however,  by  the 
irregular  attendance,  mostly,  we  believe,  on  account  of  sickness. 
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The  no-recess  plan  has  been  tried  in  this  school,  and  we  are  much 
inclined  to  like  it  in  both  schools  where  it  has  been  tried. 

The  South  Primary  School  has  continued  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  Jennie  Smiley.  This  is  her  third  year  in  this  school,  and  she  has 
fully  sustained  her  former  success  and  reputation.  The  penmanship 

,  •  .  •  •  *  i 

of  these  ‘Tittle  men  and  women”  as  in  the  past,  continues  to  be  very 
good,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  their  general  deportment.  The 
seating  capacity  of  this  school  room  has  at  times  been  fully  tested. 

A  little  more  of  the  Kindergarten  System  might  be  profitably  intro¬ 
duced  in  this  school.,  ; 

In  conclusion,  we  congratulate  the  parents  of  Lynnfield  upon  the 
good  condition  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year,  that  no  wast¬ 
ing  sickness  or  contagious  disease  has  interfered  with  their  progress, 
and  that  the  children  and  youth  of  our  town  are  so  free  from  the 
saloon  influence  and  so  many  of  the  evils  that  so  tempt  and  corrupt 
the  children  and  youth  of  many  other  towns. 

The  Committee  acknowledge  the  favor  and  help  of  two  visits  from 
State  Agents  ;  one  in  April,  from  Mr.  John  Prince,  and  one  in  Janu¬ 
ary  from  Mr.  N.  W.  Edson,  both  of  whom  especially  commended  the 
good  appearance  of  our  school  buildings,  both  inside  and  outside. 
They  also  favorably  noticed  many  good  things  in  the  schools,  and 
some  things  they  criticised. 

For  future  work  we  think  more  of  morality  should  be  taught,  that 
children  should  be  taught  to  do  a  thing  because  it  is  right,  or  not  to 
do  a  thing  because  it  is  not  right.  Morality  is  one  of  the  things  es¬ 
pecially  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  our  public  schools. 

A  good  work  might  be  done  by  Committee,  teachers  and  perhaps 
with  the  promised  help  of  one  of  the  State  Agents  in  defining  as  far 
as  can  be  in  ungraded  or  semi-graded  schools  a  course  of  study  for 
each  school  year.  This  would  serve  as  a  help  and  guide  to  teachers 
and  scholars  in  many  ways. 

We  are  glad  to  notice  that  so  many  of  the  scholars  from  Lynn¬ 
field  are  attending  the  High  School  of  Wakefield,  and  that  more  will 
be  fitted  for  that  school  and  we  hope  some  for  the  Peabody  High 
School,  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  While  our  town  is  not 
obliged  to  be  at  the  expense  of  maintaining  a  High  School,  it  seems 
but  an  act  of  justice  to  the  youth  of  Lynnfield  that  the  town  pay  the 
tuition  of  those  who  wish  to  attend  the  High  Schools  of  Wakefield  or 
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Peabody.  The  expense  would  be  slight  compared  with  the  cost  of 
keeping  a  High  School.  With  this  free  tuition  added  to  what  we 
already  have,  our  school  privileges  would  be  so  good  that  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  Lynnfield  and  the  education  and  intelligence  of 
her  people  would  be  promoted.

To  SAMUEL  HARDING ,  one  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 
Lynnfeld.  Greeting. 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby 
required  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield,  quali¬ 
fied  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  TOWN  HALL,  in  said 
Town,  on  MONDAY,  the  ELEVENTH  day  of  MARCH  next,  at 
ONE  o’clock,  p.  m.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Art.  2.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes,  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
Auditor  and  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot.  The  Polls  on  this  ballot 
will  close  at  four  o’clock  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the 
Town. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  a  School  Committee  for  three  years. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

Art.  5.  'To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  Schools  the  current 
year. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  Highways  the  current 
year  and  determine  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  money  for  Town  expenses  the  current  year. 

Art.  8.  To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  Taxes  the  current 
year.

Art.  9.  To  fix  a  time  when  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  settle  his 
account. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  hire 
money,  if  necessary,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Town,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present. 
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Art.  ii.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to 
charge  interest  on  all  taxes  not  paid  at  the  time  he  is  required  to 
settle  his  account. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  peti¬ 
tion  the  County  Commissioners  to  locate,  re-locate  or  straighten  the 
lines  of  any  of  the  roads  in  town. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  cause  a  sidewalk  to  be  made 
from  the  Railroad  Station  to  the  Post  Office,  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money  for  making 
or  repairing  sidewalks  in  the  centre  of  the  Town,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Surveyors  of  High¬ 
ways  to  cut  the  bushes  and  trees  within  the  limits  of  the  roads,  that 
in  any  way  interfere  with  public  travel. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  bet¬ 
ter  facilities  for  heating  the  South  School  House,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting  up  attested 
copies  of  the  same  at  the  usual  places  in  said  Town,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.

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Revolving  time  brings  us  to  the  close  of  another  school  year  and 
to  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  Lynnfield  during 
that  year.  Mindful  of  duty,  obligation  and  responsibility  your  Com¬ 
mittee  submit  its  annual  report. 

The  Massachusetts  Educational  System  is  a  tree  of  majestic  growth. 

“Woodman  spare  that  tree,  touch  not  a  single  bough, 

In  youth  it  sheltered  us,  and  we’ll  protect  it  now.” 

So  should  all  loyal  citizens  say  who  breathe  the  free  air  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  or  of  New  England,  and  have  been  nurtured  and  educated 
in  our  free  common  schools.  So  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  present  time  are  the  ancient  laws  of  1642-47,  enacted  by  our 
fathers,  who  builded  so  much  better  than  they  knew,  a  structure  that 
will  stand  through  time,  that  we  quote  at  some  length  from  them. 

“For  as  much  as  the  good  education  of  children  is  of  singular 
behoofe  and  benefit  to  any  Commonwealth,  and  whereas  many  Par¬ 
ents  and  Masters  are  too  indulgent  and  negligent  of  their  duty  in 
that  kind  ; 

It  is  Ordered,  that  the  chosen  men  for  managing  the  prudentials  of 
every  town,  in  the  several  precincts  and  quarters  where  they  dwell, 
shall  have  a  vigilant  eye  over  their  neighbors,  to  see,  first  that  none 
of  them  shall  suffer  so  much  Barbarism  in  any  of  their  families,  as 
not  to  endeavor  to  teach,  by  themselves  or  others,  their  children  and 
apprentices,  so  much  learning  as  may  enable  them  to  read  perfectly 
the  English  tongue,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  Capital  Laws,  upon 
penalty  of  twenty  shillings  for  each  neglect  therein.” 

“It  being  one  chiefe  project  of  that  ould  deluder,  Sathan,  to  keepe 
men  from  the  nowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  as  in  former  times,  by 
keeping  them  in  an  unknown  tongue,  so  in  these  latter  times  by  per¬ 
suading  from  the  use  of  tongues,  so  that  at  least  the  true  sense  and 
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meaning  of  the  original]  might  be  clouded  by  false  glosses  of  saint- 
seeming  deceivers,  that  learning  may  not  be  buried  in  the  grave  of 
our  fathers,  in  the  church  and  commonwealth,  the  Lord  assisting  our 
endeavors,  It  is  therefore  ordered,”  etc. 

The  Common  Schools  were  then  established.  The  true  American 
believes  in  the  “right  of  everyone  to  life,  liberty  and  pursuit  of  hap¬ 
piness,”  but  when  freedom  to  read  the  common  version  or  all  versions 
of  the  Scriptures  is  denied,  a  Christian  state  may  well  protect  them 
and  itself.  Religious  toleration  has  been  our  boast  and  pride  but 
surely  religious  toleration  has  its  limits.  No  Christian  state  would 
tolerate  the  destruction  of  people  by  the  Hindoo  car  of  Juggernaut 
or  any  other  barbarous  religious  practice.  Can  it  then  tolerate  the 
cramping  or  crushing  of  the  intellect? 

If  the  Bible,  the  light  of  the  world  and  lamp  of  our  feet  is  denied 
to  a  large  part  of  our  people,  how  great  is  their  darkness.  Error  of 
opinion  may  be  tolerated  so  long  as  freedom  of  thought  is  allowed 
to  combat  it.  But  if  the  common  version  of  the  Bible  is  denied  and 
freedom  of  thought  is  not  allowed,  what  can  prevent  us  from  falling 
into  that  barbarism  and  ignorance  which  our  fathers  tried  so  hard  to 
prevent  and  did  so  effectually  provide  against?  Our  Commonwealth 
has  not  been  so  agitated  from  centre  to  circumference  since  the  cry 
of  secession  was  raised  and  Sumter  was  fired  upon.  And  not  without 
great  reason,  for  our  Common  Schools  are  the  Sumters  and  strong¬ 
holds  of  the  State  and  any  sect  or  party  impairing  or  preventing  their 
usefulness  is  guilty  of  treason  and  rebellion. 

The  school  question  is  before  us. 

The  Boston  case  has  been  fairly  and  justly  settled  by  the  people. 
The  Haverhill  case  is  undergoing  revision  and  we  believe  that  by  that 
“eternal  vigilance  which  is  the  price  of  liberty,”  the  Common  Schools, 
the  bulwark  of  the  nation,  with  the  Bible  as  the  first  and  best  text 
book,  will  be  maintained  and  perpetuated  as  a  means  of  defence  and 
protection  by  the  nation.  Does  any  one  ask  what  this  has  to  do  with 
a  report  on  the  schools  of  Lynnfield?  Much,  every  way;  for  as  we 
believe  in  Common  Schools  so  we  believe  our  schools  are  a  compo¬ 
nent  part  of  all  the  Common  Schools  of  the  country. 

A  very  hopeful  aspect  is  given  to  the  whole  question  by  the  fact 
that  many,  perhaps  one-half  or  more  of  those  who  now  seem  to  be 
against  us  are  for  us.  Sides  are  not  yet  permanently  taken.  Free¬ 
dom  is  the  natural  growth  of  this  country  and  most  of  those  people 
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who  breathe  the  free  air  and  treads  the  free  soil  of  America  are 
already  so  enlightened  by  the  intelligence  which  has  been  spread 
through  the  land  by  free  schools  and  churches  will  see  to  it  that  free¬ 
dom  and  liberty  are  not  destroyed  by  the  single  dictum  of  any 
potentate  in  the  world. 

It  is  a  part  of  one  of  the  laws  (Chap.  38,  Sect.  10)  that  “it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President,  professors  and  tutors  of  the  several  col¬ 
leges,  teachers  of  academies  and  of  all  other  instructors  of  youth  to 
exert  their  best  endeavors  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  children 
and  youth  committed  to  their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of 
piety  and  justice,  and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth,  love  of  their  country, 
humanity  and  universal  benevolence,  sobriety,  industry  and  frugality, 
chastity,  moderation  and  temperance  ;  and  those  other  virtues  which 
are  the  ornament  of  human  society,  and  basis  upon  which  a  Repub¬ 
lican  Constitution  is  founded  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instruct¬ 
ors  to  endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will 
admit,  into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendancy  of  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  virtues  to  preserve  and  perfect  Republican  Constitution  ‘and 
secure  the  blessings  of  liberty,  as  well  as  to  promote  their  future 
happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  the  evil  tendencies  of  the  opposite 
vices.” 

One  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  says, 
“This  beautiful  provision  of  a  state  constitution  has  been  of  inesti¬ 
mable  advantage  to  the  state.”  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  your 
Committee  to  have  good  morals  and  manners  taught  in  the  schools 
in  their  charge.  'Text  books  have  been  provided  for  this  purpose 
and  those  endeavors  have  been  reasonably  successful. 

All  that  your  Committee  said  in  their  last  annual  report  in  regard  to 
the  advantage  of  country  schools  over  those  of  the  city,  they  still 
believe  with  additional  strength  and  faith.  An  able  writer  in  one  of 
the  leading  Boston  daily  papers  says,  “The  most  favorable  condition 
for  learning  is  undoubtedly  found  in  mixed  schools,  as  in  them  the 
older  pupils  are  constantly  reviewing  the  studies  they  have  been  over, 
and  the  younger  pupils  are  constantly  hearing  in  advance  the  things 
they  are  to  study.” 

YVe  are  also  sustained  in  these  views  which  we  have  held  and  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  saying  that  a  child  that  is  constantly  carried  will  never 
learn  to  walk,  by  the  discussion  at  a  teachers’  institute  held  in 
Boston,  of  the  question,  “Are  we  doing  too  much  for  the  children 
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in  our  schools?”  Such  a  question  may  not  be  answered  entirely  in 
the  affirmative,  but  the  tendency  is  sometimes  strongly  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.  Those  are  not  successful  teachers  who  by  constant  talking  try 
to  pour  into  the  minds  of  their  pupils  that  which  they  should  draw 
out  after  the  scholar  has  studied  a  lesson.  We  would  say  nothing 
against  the  explanation  of  difficult  things,  for  that  is  a  teacher’s 
duty. 

As  charity  should  begin  at  home,  so  should  patriotism,  then  let 
us  love  our  town  and  our  schools,  if  they  are  not  great  they  may  be 
good.  Let  not  sensible  people  or  children  be  amused  or  provoked 
by  the  remarks  of  those  who  try  to  be  smart  by  making  disparaging 
remarks  concerning  their  native  town,  or  the  town  of  their  abode  or 
adoption. 

Leaving  the  generalities  of  schools  and  education,  we  would  say 
our  schools  have  generally  been  successful. 

The  Centre  School  has  continued  in  charge  of  Miss  Mattie  Ham¬ 
mond  during  the  year,  and  under  her  care  and  instruction  we  have 
had  a  good  school.  Good  order  has  been  kept ;  habits  of  industry 
and  good  deportment  have  been  taught,  and  there  has  been  im¬ 
provement  in  these  virtues,  but  the  pupils  are  boys  and  girls  still, 
with  the  common  share  of  human  nature  in  them.  They  have 
learned  their  lessons  well,  and  understand  what  they  have  learned. 
They  have  been  taught  to  think  as  well  as  to  read  and  commit  to 
memory.  Miss  Minnie  Flannigan  has  been  employed  as  assistant 
in  this  school,  and  her  classes  have  shown  very  commendable 
progress  and  improvement.  Miss  Flannigan  also  taught  singing  in 
the  school  during  the  year  with  good  results.  Is  it  necessary  to 
have  an  assistant  in  a  school  no  larger  than  this  when  a  larger 
number  have  been  taught  by  former  teachers  alone?  It  is  not  a 
necessity  but  so  much  better  work  can  be  done  with  more  time  for 
each  recitation,  that  your  Committee  have  thought  best  to  have  an 
assistant  thus  far. 

The  South  Grammar  School  continued  in  charge  of  Miss  Sadie 
Newhall  during  the  spring  term  with  the  same  good  results  as  here¬ 
tofore  have  attended  her  work.  At  the  close  of  the  term  Miss  New¬ 
hall  resigned  her  position  in  this  school  and  left  with  the  sincere 
friendship  of  her  pupils  and  the  best  wishes  of  all  for  her  future 
success  and  prosperity. 

The  South  Primary  School  was  under  the  successful  management 
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of  Miss  J.  S.  Smiley  during  the  spring  term.  This  was  her  third 
year  in  charge  of  this  school,  and  during  this  time  its  condition  and 
progress  were  quite  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  and  we  believe  to 
all  others  interested  in  the  school. 

The  Committee  decided  to  unite  the  South  Grammar  and  Primary 
Schools  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term ;  but,  as  it  was  found 
impossible  to  seat  all  the  scholars  in  one  room,  the  school  was  again 
divided  into  Primary  and  Grammar. 

The  Grammar  School  has  been  taught  by  Miss  L.  J.  Peaslee,  who 
came  to  her  work  with  much  experience  in  teaching  in  Western  as 
well  as  Eastern  schools,  and  was  highly  recommended  by  her  former 
superintendents,  which  she  has  fully  sustained,  and  the  school  has 
been  eminently  successful  under  her  care.  Miss  Peaslee  exerts  a 
moral  influence  in  school  and  community  which  must  be  a  benefit  to 
the  scholars. 

The  South  Primary  School  has  been  under  the  instruction  of  Mrs. 
H.  B.  Berry,  who  has  worked  hard  in  her  school,  and  with  com¬ 
mendable  success.  This  being  her  first  term  in  this  school,  greater 
results  could  not  be  expected.  The  eyes  of  many  of  the  pupils  of 
this  school  were  for  a  part  of  the  term  peculiarly  affected,  which 
considerably  interrupted  their  progress.  Mrs.  Berry  has  also  taught 
singing  in  the  Grammar  School  as  well  as  in  her  own.  It  might  be 
well  for  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  in  this  building  to 
exchange  rooms. 

The  State  Inspector  of  public  buildings  reports  our  school-houses 
and  premises  in  good  condition  with  very  slight  exception. 

Your  Committee  have  not  tried  to  make  our  schools  appear  per¬ 
fect,  or  in  a  condition  that  does  not  require  the  help  of  every  parent 
and  all  good  citizens  to  improve  them.  They  are  too  much  inter¬ 
rupted  by  absence  and  tardiness.  It  also  makes  a  very  great  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  progress  of  children  if  their  parents  interest  themselves 
enough  to  know  how  and  what  they  are  doing.

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Our  town  has  again  done  its  part  in  paying  the  yearly  installment 
of  that  “  debt  of  education  due  from  the  present  to  future  genera¬ 
tions.”  The  law  of  Massachusetts  makes  the  payment  of  this  debt 
obligatory.  Every  town  must  have  schools  and  every  child  between 
eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age  must  go  to  school  at  least  twenty 
weeks  in  a  year.  In  the  enforcement  of  this  law  the  state  makes 
only  a  reasonable  demand  on  her  citizens.  The  state  shows  increasing 
wisdom  and  watchfulness  in  providing  that  the  schools  shall  be  up  to 
some  standard  of  excellence  and  efficiency.  It  is  not  enough  that 
children  be  brought  together  and  taught  something,  somehow,  in 
compliance  with  the  peculiar  idea  or  belief  of  any  sect  or  community. 
The  present  age  needs  all  its  education,  intelligence  and  wisdom  to 
deal  with  the  great  questions  before  it,  and  there  is  great  need  that 
the  youth  and  children  in  our  schools  be  educated  as  thoroughly  and 
completely  as  possible  when  we  consider  the  great  problems  that  are 
coming  up  before  them  to  be  solved  by  them.  The  problems  of 
race,  religion,  suffrage  and  monopoly  will  require  great  sagacity  and 
great  statesmanship.  To  work,  to  watch  and  pray  is  the  price  of 
liberty,  of  safety,  and  improvement.  But  the  word,  “pray,”  opens  a 
wide  range  of  thought.  The  law  requires  that  morality  shall  be  taught 
in  our  schools  and  that  the  Bible  shall  be  read.  Might  it  not  go 
further  and  require  the  ten  commandments  to  be  read  and  taught? 
Would  it  infringe  the  rights  or  liberty  of  any  one,  if  the  children  were 
taught  that  “  Therefore  of  God  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom  ?”  If 
this  is  a  Christian  state  or  nation  can  we  do  nothing  to  perpetuate 
Christianity  and  a  belief  in  Cod  who  has  raised  us  up  from  the  small 
beginning  of  a  few  prayerful  men  to  so  great  a  nation,  so  that  we 
may  continue  to  be  “  that  nation  whose  Cod  is  the  Lord  ”  and  a 
nation  that  He  can  continue  to  bless? 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  kept  up  to  a  good  standard 
of  success  and  usefulness.  As  a  measure  of  the  standing  and  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  different  classes,  the  Committee,  with  the  help  of 
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the  teachers,  have  ascertained  how  they  compare  with  the  course  of 
study  laid  out  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  which  will  be  given 
in  the  report  upon  each  school. 

The  Centre  School  in  the  spring  term  continued  in  charge  of  Miss 
M.  J.  Hammond.  This  was  the  last  term  of  her  second  year  in  this 
school  and  she  fully  sustained  its  former  excellence.  The  order  was 
always  good  in  school  and  the  conduct  of  the  scholars  on  the  school 
ground  was  quiet  and  orderly.  The  pupils  were  thoroughly  taught 
and  had  a  good  idea  of  what  they  studied.  The  Committee  espec¬ 
ially  noticed  and  commended  the  large  amount  of  map  drawing  that 
was  done  by  the  classes  in  geography,  and  in  no  other  way  can  so 
good  a  knowledge  of  geography  be  obtained  and  retained.  The 
Committee  felt  that  the  school  lost  a  good  teacher  when  Miss  Ham¬ 
mond  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Miss  L.  H.  Hobson  took  charge  of  the  school  in  the  fall  term. 
She  had  large  experience  in  teaching  and  her  success  in  this  school 
was  all  that  could  be  desired  during  the  term.  At  the  Christmas 
vacation,  in  the  winter  term,  Miss  Hobson  resigned  to  take  charge  of 
a  graded  school. 

Miss  E.  P.  Hale  took  charge  of  the  school  after  the  holiday  vaca¬ 
tion.  She  has  had  a  very  successful  experience  in  mixed  schools  and 
came  with  the  best  of  recommendations  which  she  has  well  sustained, 
being  excellent  in  discipline,  competent,  thorough  and  energetic  in 
teaching,  and  has  the  confidence  of  the  scholars  and  their  parents. 
During  the  few  weeks  of  her  teaching  the  school  has  been  much 
improved  and  rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  the  studies.  She  has 
also  done  a  large  amount  of  extra  work  in  re-labelling  and  re-listing 
the  text  books.  Outside  the  school- room  by  word  and  example  she 
encourages  her  scholars  to  a  life  of  better  things. 

Miss  Minnie  Flannigan  has  been  employed  as  an  assistant  during 
the  year.  She  has  had  charge  of  the  primary  classes  and  has  been 
very  successful  in  interesting  and  instructing  them.  She  also  has  had 
charge  of  the  singing  in  the  whole  school,  and  under  her  teaching 
nearly  every  scholar  can  read  the  notes  in  any  key.  The  classes  in 
this  school  are  in  advance  of  the  state  course  of  study  in  everything 
but  analysis  of  sentences,  wrhile  in  some  of  the  studies  they  are  more 
than  a  year  ahead  of  that  course. 

The  South  Grammar  School  has  continued  in  charge  of  Miss  L. 
J.  Peaselee,  this  being  her  second  year.  The  school  is  quite  up  to 
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its  previous  good  condition.  Visitors  to  this  school  cannot  fail  to 
notice  the  industrious  harmony  throughout  the  school.  There  is 
also  a  very  peaceful  disposition  among  the  scholars  of  this  school 
when  not  in  the  immediate  control  of  the  teacher.  The  work  that  is 
being  done  in  this  school  will  always  be  seen  in  the  lives  of  the 
scholars.  The  sixth  and  seventh  year  classes  are  up  with  the  state 
course  in  reading,  spelling,  language  and  history.  In  arithmetic  the 
state  course  requires  that  common  and  decimal  fractions  must  be 
finished  in  the  sixth  year.  That  class  in  this  school  has  finished 
compound  numbers  in  addition  to  that.  The  seventh  year  class 
should  finish  compound  numbers  and  percentage  without  the  appli¬ 
cation.  That  class  is  more  than  a  year  ahead  of  that  requirement. 

The  South  Primary  School  has  been  in  charge  of  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Berry.  In  this  second  year  Mrs.  Berry  has  made  very  noticeable 
improvement  in  order,  neatness  of  room  and  in  recitations  and 
progress.  A  Temperance  Band  has  been  formed  in  this  school. 
The  Committee  has  had  something  of  temperance  work  in  all  the 
schools,  but  this  school  has  taken  the  lead  in  this  much-needed 
work.  An  entertainment  was  given  by  this  school  and  the  proceeds 
were  given  by  the  scholars  in  deeds  of  charity.  Mrs.  Berry  has  the 
charge  of  the  singing  in  the  Grammar  School,  but  on  account  of 
sickness,  not  so  much  has  been  done  as  is  desirable. 

The  State  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings  has  inspected  our  school 
buildings  and  reports  that  the  Centre  School  house  needs  a  system  of 
ventilation  equal  to  that  of  the  standard  authorities  for  this  class  of 
school  buildings.  The  Committee  are  liable  to  a  fine  for  non- 
compliance. 

In  other  respects  the  buildings  are  in  very  good  order.  Three 
large  coal  stoves  have  been  purchased,  and  the  comfort  of  these 
is  much  promoted  thereby.

Art.  13.  To  bring  in  their  votes  in  answer  to  the  question,  “Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?” 
Form  of  ballot,  Yes  or  No. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  reconsider  the  vote  passed 
March  10th,  1890,  whereby  they  voted  to  acce'pt  Sections  seventy- 
four,  seventy-five,  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven  of  Chapter  twenty- 
seven  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  any  money  to  build 
a  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  house  of  Clarence  H.  Moulton,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  land  and  erect 
a  building  thereon  for  municipal  purposes,  and  to  take  all  further 
action  therefor  that  may  be  necessary. 

Art.  17.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  of 
land  and  the  erection  of  a  building  thereon  for  municipal  purposes, 
and  to  take  any  further  action  that  may  be  necessary  therefor. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to  hire 
money  to  pay  all  demands  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes 
of  the  current  year,  and  issue  the  notes  of  the  Town  therefor. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  permission  to  take  the  old  Burial 
ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  Common  for  municipal  purposes. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  431  of  the  Acts  of  1888,  relating  to  the  employment  of  a  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  improve  the  Soldiers’  lot  in  Forest  Hill  Cemetery. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  organ  presented  to 
the  South  School  and  instruct  the  School  Committee  to  keep  said 
organ  in  proper  repair  to  be  used  expressly  for  the  South  School. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  new  street  called 
Lincoln  avenue,  as  a  town  way,  and  raise  and*appropriate  money  for 
grading  the  same. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  attested 
copies  of  tbe  same  at  the  usual  places  in  said  town,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant  with  your 
doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
said  meeting.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Lynn  fie  Id : — The  schools  of  this  town  have  been 
successful  in  most  of  the  conditions  required  to  make  good  and 
profitable  schools.  The  Wakefield  course  of  study  has  been  adopted 
and  the  schools  gratled  as  far  as  practicable,  so  as  to  conform  to  that 
course.  The  action  of  the  tovvm  in  appropriating  money  to  pay  the 
tuition  of  scholars  who  wish  to  attend  the  High  Schools  in  the 
adjoining  towns,  is,  in  the  view  of  the  Committee,  a  commendable 
step  in  the  right  direction,  and  ought  to  be  continued.  The  stimu¬ 
lating  effect  of  preparing  for  the  High  School  is  quite  noticeable  even 
when  our  scholars  do  not  intend  to  take  that  course.  Four  of  the 
Lynnfield  scholars  are  attending  the  High  School  at  Wakefield,  and 
one  at  Peabody.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
says  he  is  glad  to  hear  such  things  from  towns  too  small  to  maintain 
a  High  School  of  their  own. 

When  we  look  at  results  and  compare  the  scholars  in  our  schools 
with  those  in  other  towns  where  the  schools  are  well  graded,  we  find 
the  comparison  favorable  to  Lynnfield  schools,  and  the  average  stand¬ 
ing  and  attainments  of  our  scholars  are  good.  Those  who  entered 
the  High  School  at  Wakefield  are  well  marked.  While  we  say  this, 
we  do  not  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  the  condition  of  our  schools 
is  all  we  could  wish.  Yet  we  do  believe  *in  life  in  the  country  for 
children  and  youth,  and  that  an  education  is  best  begun  in  the  schools 
of  the  country  towns.  The  indisputable  evidence  of  this  statement 
is  that  many  of  the  highest  stations  of  trust,  honor  and  emolument 
are  held  by  those  who  began  life  in  the  country  towns  and  schools. 
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The  Centre  School  has  continued  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Ednah  P.  Hale,  assisted  by  Miss  Minnie  Flannigan.  Miss  Hale  had 
a  long  experience  in  teaching,  and  when  she  took  charge  of  this 
school  an  immediate  change  for  the  better  was  noticeable  The 
energy  and  efficiency  of  her  management  and  teaching  has  not 
abated  during  the  year.  She  was  not  satisfied  with  secular  instruc¬ 
tion  only,  but  taught  her  scholars  by  precept  and  example  the  highest 
and  best  things  of  life.  We  are  justified  in  saying  that  the  Centre 
School  has  never  had  a  better  teacher ;  all  who  knew  her  were  sorry 
to  have  her  resign  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Miss  Flannigan  has  also 
been  very  successful  as  an  assistant,  and  has  kept  her  classes  up  to  a 
high  degree  of  excellence  in  their  studies  and  deportment  and  has' 
been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  all  her  duties. 

The  South  Grammar  School  had  been  in  successful  charge  of  Miss 
L.  J.  Peaslee  for  more  than  two  years  when  she  resigned  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  fall  term  to  take  a  school  in  Everett,  very  much  to  the 
regret  of  parents,  scholars  and  Committee.  Miss  Peaslee  gave  the 
best  of  services  to  this  school  while  it  was  in  her  charge,  and  it  was 
never  in  better  condition  than  when  she  lefjt  it.  Her  good  example 
and  instruction  in  morals  was  an  important  part  of  her  work. 

Miss  Lucy  N.  Roby  was  engaged  as  a  substitute  for  a  week,  and 
was  entirely  successful  in  her  school  work.  During  the  week  Miss 
Susan  L.  Washburn,  who  had  high  recommendations,  was  engaged. 
She  fully  sustained  her  reputation  and  gave  entire  satisfaction  in  her 
services. 

The  South  Primary  school  has  been  in  the  care  of  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Berry  for  nearly  three  years,  and  your  Committee  were  satisfied  that 
her  efforts  as  heretofore  have  been  untiring  for  the  advancement  of 
her  school.  By  the  request  of  the  Committee  Mrs.  Berry  procured 
some  Kindergarten  work,  which  seemed  to  interest  the  scholars  and 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

On  Fast  Day  the  flag  of  our  country  was  raised  at  the  South  school 
house  The  exercises,  before  a  large  audience,  were  in  the  Gram¬ 
mar  school  room.  The  handsome  flag  was  the  gift  of  Hon.  Asa  T. 
Newhall,  Mayor  of  Lynn,  who  was  a  member  of  this  school  in  former 
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years,  and  who  made  the  formal  presentation.  After  interesting 
exercises  by  the  school,  eloquent  speeches  were  made  by  Judges 
Solon  Bancroft  of  Reading,  E.  Augustus  Upton  of  Wakefield,  Hon. 
Asa  T.  Newhall,  and  Rev.  Harry  L.  Brickett.  Mr.  Oscar  I.  Stowell 
of  the  School  Committee  presided. 

A  flag  raising  for  the  Centre  school  took  place  on  Memorial  Day 
in  the  church,  a  detachment  of  the  Grand  Army,  Post  12,  being 
present.  After  appropriate  exercises  by  the  pupils  of  the  school,. 
Rev.  H.  L.  Brickett  presented  the  flag  in  behalf  of  the  citizens,  and 
was  accepted  for  the  school  by  Mr.  E.  Parsons.  Congratulatory 
remarks  were  then  made  by  Deacon  G.  E.  Herrick  of  the  School 
Committee,  after  which  a  collation,  given  by  the  ladies,  was  served  in 
the  Town  Hall.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Lynnfield :  —'The  School  Committee  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  Centre  School  began  the  year  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Sadie  B.  Chapman,  but  the  number  of  scholars  was  found  to  be 
larger  than  one  teacher  could  properly  teach,  and  the  school  was 
divided  into  primary  and  grammar,  Miss  Chapman  taking  charge  of 
the  Grammar  School.  She  was  successful  in  teaching,  but  not  so  in 
discipline,  yet  the  scholars  made  fair  progress  in  their  studies.  The 
fall  term  commenced  in  charge  of  Miss  Laura  E.  Horne,  who  had 
remarkable  success  in  gaining  the  confidence  of  her  scholars,  in 
keeping  good  order,  in  imparting  instruction  and  in  having  good  reci¬ 
tations.  This  school  was  discontinued  near  the  end  of  the  term  on 
account  of  sickness,  and  during  the  winter  term  was  very  much 
retarded  by  absence  for  the  same  reason. 

The  Centre  Primary  School  began  in  charge  of  Miss  Lillian  F. 
Merrow,  who  was  successful  in  interesting  and  teaching  the  scholars, 
and  thereby  made  commendable  progress  during  the  term.  The  fall 
term  of  the  Primary  School  commenced  in  charge  of  Miss  Clara-  M. 
Herrick,  who  worked  with  the  zeal  of  a  beginner,  and  with  much 
patience  and  care  succeeded  in  having  a  school  that  made  satisfac¬ 
tory  progress.  After  teaching  one  week  in  the  winter  term,  the 
number  of  scholars  was  seen  to  be  so  small  that  this  school  was  put 
with  the  Grammar  School,  with  Miss  Herrick  as  assistant.  In  three 
weeks,  the  number  of  primary  scholars  being  somewhat  larger,  the 
school  was  again  divided,  Miss  Herrick  having  charge  of  the  Primary 
School  as  before. 

The  South  Grammar  School  began  the  year  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  Emma  Taylor.  Miss  Taylor  had  good  order,  good  recitations, 
and  consequently,  a  school  that  gave  good  satisfaction.  Many  of  the 
examination  papers  at  the  end  of  the  term  showed  a  high  per  cent, 
of  correct  answers.  The  fall  term  began  in  care  of  Miss  Lucy  Roby, 
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who  had  remarkable  success  in  gaining  the  interest  and  good  will  of 
her  scholars,  and  successfully  taught  them  till  she  resigned  at  the  end 
of  the  term.  During  the  winter  term  the  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Miriam  C.  Smith,  who  came  to  this  school  with  high  recommenda¬ 
tions,  which  she  sustained  bv  keeping  good  order,  and  by  persever¬ 
ance,  gaining  the  respect  and  confidence  of  her  scholars.  She  was 
successful  in  having  a  good  school. 

The  South  Primary  School  during  the  year  has  been  taught  by  Miss 
Jennie  Quinn.  Miss  Quinn  has  the  tact  to  keep  all  the  scholars  at 
work,  which  helps  to  keep  them  in  order.  Most  of  the  qualities  that 
go  towards  making  a  good  school  have  been  found  in  this  school 
throughout  the  year. 

With  few  exceptions,  we  think  our  schools  have  been  all  that  could 
reasonably  be  expected.  They  have  been  interrupted  by  sickness, 
and  sometimes  entirely  broken  up.  There  have  been  more  changes 
in  teachers  than  usual.  These  changes  seemed  unavoidable.  While 
the  teacher  has  more  to  do  in  making  a  good  school  than  any  other 
person,  condition  or  circumstance,  yet  the  encouragement  of  the 
parents  and  friends  of  the  scholars  is  a  great  help.  Teachers  often 
feel  discouraged  in  their  work,  and  as  though  they  were  left  alone 
without  the  sympathy  or  help  of  those  who  ought  to  be  most  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  school.  Some  of  our  teachers  have  spoken  of  this;  also 
of  how  much  children  are  kept  out  of  school  by  their  parents. 

The  desire  to  attend  the  High  Schools  of  the  adjoining  towns 
seems  to  be  increasing.  More  scholars  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
town  provision  for  tuition  than  in  years  before.  'Phis  is  a  good  indi¬ 
cation  which  it  is  desirable  to  encourage.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Lynnfeld'. — Your  committee  submit  the 
following  report. 

The  Centre  Grammar  School  during  the  year  has  been  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Theresa  M.  McCarthy,  who  has  proved  herself 
a  good  teacher  in  every  respect.  She  has  used  good  judgment  in 
directing  the  studies  of  her  pupils.  They  have  taken  an  interest 
in  their  studies,  and  we  can  truly  say  that  teacher  and  scholars 
have  worked  together,  and  the  result  has  been  a  good,  orderly 
school.  The  progress  has  been  marked.  There  has  been  a 
goodly  number  of  scholars  enrolled,  but  the  attendance  has  been 
somewhat  irregular  at  times.  This  has  affected  the  average.  We 
feel  this  should  be  remedied  and  hope  the  parents  will  do  their 
part  and  see  that  the  scholars  are  in  school  unless  it  is  necessarv 
for  them  to  be  away. 

The  Centre  Primary  School  began  the  year  under  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Clara  M.  Herrick.  She  had  the  goodwill  of  her 
scholars  and  there  was  much  interest  shown  in  the  work.  The 
result  was  good.  We  feel  that  in  losing  Miss  Herrick  we  parted 
with  a  faithful  and  earnest  teacher. 

During  the  fall  term  the  school  was  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Julia  A.  Griffin,  who  came  to  us  highly  recommended.  She  has 
proved  herself  all  that  we  expected  and  the  scholars  have  ad¬ 
vanced  rapidly  in  their  studies. 

It  was  thought  best  to  unite  the  two  Centre  schools  for  the  win¬ 
ter  term.  This  was  done  and  the  school  was  given  into  the 
charge  of  Miss  McCarthy  with  Miss  Griffin  as  assistant.  The 
work  of  course  was  somewhat  retarded  by  this  change,  but  every- 
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thing  has  moved  along  smoothly  and  good  work  has  been  done. 
The  attendance  of  the  primary  scholars  has  been  excellent.  On 
account  of  sickness  these  schools  have  been  closed  the  last  week 
in  February. 

The  South  Grammar  School  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
in  the  care  of  Miss  Miriam  C.  Smith.  Her  work  was  satisfactory 
as  far  as  teaching  was  concerned  but  the  committee  felt  that  the 
discipline  was  not  what  it  should  be  and  so  thought  best  to  make 
a  change. 

The  school,  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms,  has  been  taught 
by  Miss  Mary  Newman.  During  this  term  the  work  has  been 
pushed  forward  with  zeal.  From  the  beginning  Miss  Newman 
has  had  the  confidence  of  the  scholars  and  they  have  been  willing 
to  work  and  obey.  We  feel  that  in  Miss  Newman  we  have  the 
right  teacher  in  the  right  place.  In  this  school  the  attendance 
has  been  good  but  there  has  been  a  great  number  of  cases  of  tar¬ 
diness.  We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to  this  fact, 
hoping  it  will  be  remedied  as  far  as  possible. 

Miss  Jennie  M.  Quinn  has  taught  the  South  Primary  School 
for  the  year  and  has  done  a  grand  work.  It  is  a  place  for  which 
she  is  admirably  suited  and  her  success  is  well  merited.  The 
scholars  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  their  work  and  have 
performed  it  faithfully.  The  attendance  has  been  very  good 
indeed.  1 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  your  committee  thought  it 

advisable  to  have  a  music  teacher  in  our  schools.  Accordingly, 

« 

we  engaged  Mr.  C.  W  Green  of  Stoneham  for  one  term,  and  the 
result  has  been  such  that  we  feel  the  instruction  should  be  con¬ 
tinued.  The  pupils  have  taken  great  interest  in  this  study  and  we 
can  see  that  great  benefit  has  accrued  to  them  in  many  ways. 

As  music  is  taught  in  the  schools  of  all  the  neighboring  towns, 
we  feel  that  ours  should  also  have  the  benefit  of  instruction  in 
this  branch.  Gentlemen,  we  leave  this  matter  in  your  hands, 
calling  your  attention  to  the  article  in  the  Warrant  bearing  on  this 
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question.  We  ask  you  not  to  vote  on  it  without  due  consider¬ 
ation. 

Eight  of  our  scholars  have  accepted  the  privilege  the  town 
offers,  to  attend  the  High  Schools  of  other  towns,  and  are  doing 
well  in  their  studies. 

Our  school  buildings  are  in  a  good  condition  inside,  the  build¬ 
ing  at  the  Centre  having  had  the  walls  painted,  the  blackboards 
repaired  and  other  plastering  done,  also  two  windows  put  in  at  the 
back  which  is  a  great  improvement.  The  outside  of  both  build¬ 
ings  (South  and  Centre  Grammar)  need  painting.  Therefore 
we  recommend  that  at  least  one  of  them  be  attended  to.

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  taxes,  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  Auditor,  and  Constables  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  on 
this  ballot  will  close  at  four  o’clock,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
a  vote  ot  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  School  Committee  for  three  years. 
Article  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  5.  To  choose  one  Trustee  for  the  public  library  for 
three  years.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 
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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  schools  of  this  town  are  doing  fairly  well. 

The  Centre  school,  with  Miss  Theresa  M.  McCarthy  as  princi¬ 
pal  and  Miss  Minnie  Flannigan  as  assistant,  is  in  good  hands,  and 
those  teachers  are  doing  good  work.  Miss  McCarthy  has  taught 
this  school  now  for  two  years,  and  we  consider  her  a  very  supe¬ 
rior  teacher.  This  is  Miss  Flannigan’s  second  term  of  service  in 
this  school,  and  her  present  work  is  an  improvement  even  upon 
her  previous  work,  of  which  your  former  committees  have  spoken 
very  highly. 

The  Centre  school  house  is  very  poorly  arranged  for  its  present 
purpose.  The  room  used  for  a  recitation  room  for  the  primary 
scholars  is  a  small,  close,  ill-ventilated  room,  and  not  at  all  suit¬ 
able  for  such  use.  The  only  remedy  we  can  suggest  is  to  divide 
the  school,  and  utilize  the  old  Town  Hall  for  a  schoolroom.  It 
has  been  used  for  this  purpose  before,  and  at  a  small  expense  it 
could  be  arranged  so  as  to  make  a  very  comfortable  schoolroom. 

The  Centre  school  house  needs  painting,  and  we  recommend 
that  it  be  done  the  present  year. 

The  South  Grammar  School  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Juliet  A. 
Griffin  who  formerly  tausrht  the  Centre  Primary  School,  is  doing: 
well.  She  took  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term, 
as  Miss  Newman  who  has  taught  there  for  two  terms,  was  obliged 
to  resign  on  account  of  ill  health,  Miss  Newman  was  a  good 
teacher,  and  we  were  sorry  to  lose  her. 

The  South  Primary  School  was  unfortunate  in  losing  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  Miss  Quinn,  who  resigned  during  the  summer  vacation. 
She  had  taught  this  school  for  over  two  years,  and  had  endeared 
herself  to  both  scholars  and  parents. 
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Miss  S.  M.  Sidmon  of  Danvers  was  selected  to  take  her  place. 
Miss  Sidmon  came  to  this  school  fresh  from  the  Salem  Normal 
School,  of  which  she  is  a  graduate,  and  has  taken  hold  of  her 
work  with  a  will  and  a  determination  to  succeed  in  this  her  chosen 
work,  and  with  increased  experience  will  be  a  valuable  teacher. 

We  recommend  that  if  possible,  this  town  unite  with  some 
other  towns  in  the  employment  of  a  school  superintendent.  The 
larger  part  of  the  expense  of  such  a  union  is  paid  by  the  State, 
and  the  amount  that  it  would  cost  this  town  will  be  quite  small. 
Eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  of  this  State  are*  re¬ 
ceiving  the  benefit  of  skilled  supervision.  Are  not  the  children  in 
Lynnfield  entitled  to  this  privilege  and  benefit? 

The  time  for  questioning  its  benefit  has  gone  by,  and  perhaps 
we  are  wasting  your  time  in  calling  your  attention  to  a  few  of 
them. 

u  This  plan  enables  towns  of  low  valuation  and  small  popula¬ 
tion  to  obtain  the  skilled  superintendence  possessed  by  the  more 
wealthy  towns  and  cities.” 

“  The  Superintendent  is  a  trained  educator,  and  devotes  all  of 
his  time  and  talents  to  the  good  of  the  schools.” 

“  Teachers  are  directed  in  their  work,  courses  of  studv  are  ar- 
ranged,  and  the  scholars  are  better  classified.” 

Schools  are  visited  regularly,  and  progress  noted. 

Mr.  McDonald,  agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  is  try¬ 
ing  to  arrange  a  district  from  the  towns  in  this  vicinity  in  which 
this  town  will  be  included.  We  hope  that  he  will  succeed  in  so 
doing,  and  that  this  town  will  vote  to  join  such  a  district. 

We  have  eleven  scholars  attending  the  High  schools  of  Wake¬ 
field  and  Peabody  at  the  expense  of  the  town.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  scholars  will  make  the  most  of  this  advantage  and  privilege, 
and  that  in  years  to  come,  they  will  be  not  only  a  credit  to  them¬ 
selves,  but  to  the  town  which  has  so  liberally  contributed  toward 
their  education. 

We  present  herewith  a  list  showing  the  amount  paid  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  towns  for  the  support  of  their  schools.  In  making 
up  this  list  from  the  last  published  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  we  have  selected  as  nearly  as  possible  towns  of  as 
near  the  population  and  valuation  of  Lynnfield  as  it  was  possible.

Of  the  351  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts,  329  of  them  ap¬ 
propriated  a  larger  percentage  of  their  valuation  for  school  pur¬ 
poses  than  Lynnfield,  and  twenty  appropriated  a  smaller  percent¬ 
age.  Among  those  twenty  towns  are  Nahant,  Beverly,  Man¬ 
chester  and  Brookline.  Of  the  thirty-five  towns  and  cities  in 
Essex  County,  two  towns  appropriated  a  smaller  percentage  of 
their  valuation  for  schools,  and  thirty-two  of  them  a  larger  per¬ 
centage. 

You  can  draw  your  own  conclusion  as  to  whether  your  schools 
have  been  conducted  economically  or  extravagantly. 

The  schools  are  sadly  in  need  of  maps  and  charts,  and  many 
of  the  books  have  been  in  use  for  a  long  time,  and  are  badly  worn, 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  many  of  them  during  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

There  is  one  law  which  we  have  been  very  negligent  in  enforc¬ 
ing,  which  is,  “  The  School  Committee  shall  not  allow  a  child, 
who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated,  to  be  admitted  to  or  connected 
with  the  public  schools.” 

We  trust  you  will  give  this  matter  the  attention  it  deserves.

The  yfear  past  has  been  a  prosperous  one  with  the  library,  both  in 
its  use  by  the  people  and  in  its  material  growth. 

136  new  books  have  been  added  for  circulation.  About  50  of 
these  were  given  by  friends  of  the  library. 

The  proceeds  of  an  entertainment  given  in  the  town  hall  for  the 
benefit  of  the  library,  furnished  about  50  volumes  more. 

2,492  books  have  been  loaned  during  the  year,  196  people  being 
represented  in  this  distribution. 

The  books  have  been  systematically  arranged  in  a  new  catalogue, 
which  is  a  great  convenience,  the  first  printed  being  merely  a  list  in 
order  of  purchase.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield ,  in  the  County 
of  Essex,  Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  hereby 
directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Lynnfield, 
qualifiejd  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  town,  011  Monday,  the  Eleventh  day  of  March,  current,  at 
one  o’clock,  P.  M.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
Auditor  and  two  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  on  this 
ballot  will  close  at  four  o’clock,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote 
of  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  choose  two  School  Committee,  one  for  three  years 
and  one  for  two  years. 

Article  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

Article  5.  To  choose  one  Trustee  for  the  Public  Library  for  three 
years. 

Article  6.  To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  Town  Officers. 

Article  7.  To  raise  money  for  the  Support  of  Schools  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

Article  8.  To  raise  money  for  the  Repair  of  Plighways  for  the 
■current  year,  and  determine  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Article  9.  To  raise  money  for  Town  Expenses  for  the  current 
year. 

Article  10.  To  fix  a  time  when  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  settle 
his  account. 

Article  n.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  to  charge  interest  on  all  taxes  not  paid  at  the  time  he  is  re¬ 
quired  to  settle  his  account. 
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Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  observance  of  Memorial  day. 

Article  13.  To  bring  in  their  votes  in  answer  to  the  question 
“  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town?”  Form  of  ballot  to  be  Yes  or  No. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  the  current  year. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  money  re¬ 
funded  by  the  County  from  the  Dog  Tax,  to  the  Public  Library. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grade  up  the  street  in  front  of 
the  premises  of  Mrs.  G.  A.  Fuller  at  South  Lynnfield,  and  appropri¬ 
ate  money  therefor,  or  what  they  will  do  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  seventv-five  dollars  to  repair  the  hill  on  Chestnut  street  between 
the  house  of  Frank  Hart  and  the  corner  of  Main  street. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  enforce  the  “  liquor  law.” 

Article.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  regulate  or  stop  the 
use  of  city  swill,  or  the  bringing  of  sewerage  within  the  town  limits,, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up  attested 
copies  of  the  same  at  the  usual  places  in  said  town,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.

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We  desire  to  express  our  gratification  at  the  cordial  manner  in 
which  our  efforts  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools  have  been 
seconded  by  the  people  of  this  town.  Exceptions  have  been  met 
with,  ot  course,  but  those  exceptions  have  been  so  presented,  in  con¬ 
trast  to  our  general  experience,  as  to  exhibit  their  authors  in  so  nar¬ 
row  minded  and  selfish  a  light  as  to  make  us  more  keenly  appre¬ 
ciate  the  public  spirit  and  good  will  of  the  majority. 

The  Centre  school  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by  Miss 
Theresa  McCarthy  as  principal  and  Miss  Mary  W.  Flannagan  as 
assistant.  The  Committee  decided  to  divide  the  school  so  that  the 
primary  department  might  have  a  comfortable  room.  For  many 
reasons  it  would  be  better  to  have  the  schools  in  one,  with  an  assist¬ 
ant,  but  there  are  no  accommodations  for  such  a  school,  conse¬ 
quently  we  were  obliged  to  divide  it. 

The  old  Town  Hall  has  been  painted  inside  and  whitened,  and  at 
a  comparatively  small  expense  makes  a  very  pleasant  school  room. 

Many  of  the  books  have  been  changed  this  year  so  that  our  pupils 
might  use  the  same  books  that  the  corresponding  classes  use  in 
Wakefield. 

The  Grammar  school  has  been  supplied  with  a  new  set  of  maps, 
which  was  very  much  needed. 

Miss  McCarthy  and  Miss  Flannagan  have  done  faithful,  conscien¬ 
tious  work,  and  it  is  only  to  be  regretted  that  more  of  the  parents  do 
not  visit  our  schools  and  thereby  encourage  and  strengthen  both 
teachers  and  pupils. 

The  South  Grammar  school  has  been  particularly  unfortunate,  the 
past  year.  Miss  J.  A.  Griffin,  who  had  taught  this  school  for  over  a 
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year,  resigned  during  the  summer  vacation.  Miss  Howland  took 
charge  of  the  school  at  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September,  and 
taught  until  the  Thanksgiving  recess,  when  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  make  a  change.  Miss  Wilson,  of  New  Hampshire,  then  taught  the 
school  for  one  week,  when  she  was  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of 
ill  health.  The  school  was  then  closed  for  one  week,  when  we  re¬ 
engaged  Miss  Griffin,  who  now  has  charge  of  the  school. 

No  school  can  make  good  progress  when  the  teachers  are  con¬ 
stantly  changing.  If  this  school  has  not  done  as  well  as  we  desired, 
it  has  done  as  well  as  could  be  expected,  considering  all  the  circum¬ 
stances. 

The  South  Primary  school  has  made  good  progress  the  past  year. 
At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Sidmore,  who  has  taught  this 
school  one  year,  resigned.  We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  Miss 
H.  M.  Alden  to  take  her  place.  Miss  Alden  has  had  charge  of  the 
school  since  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  September,  and  is  the 
right  teacher  in  the  right  place.  She  is  interested  in  her  work  and 
keeps  fully  up  with  the  times.  The  children  are  fond  of  her  and  do¬ 
ing  well  in  their  studies. 

Many  of  the  books  in  these  schools  have  also  been  changed.  The 
old  books  were  very  badly  worn  and  soiled  and  we  decided  to  replace 
them  with  others  new  and  different,  and  we  are  pleased  at  the  result. 

An  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  in  1894,  provides  that  any  town 
in  which  a  High  school  is  not  maintained  shall  pay  the  tuition  of  any 
of  its  qualified  children  who  may  attend  the  High  school  of  another 
town  or  city. 

During  the  past  year  the  town  of  Wakefield  increased  the  rate  of 
tuition  in  the  High  school  from  twenty-six  dollars  to  forty  dollars  per 
year.  We  shall  also  be  obliged  to  pay  the  town  of  Peabody  at  the 
same  rate.  There  are  now  four  children  from  this  town  attending  in 
Peabody  and  three  in  Wakefield,  and  there  are  quite  a  number  who 
intend  entering  in  September. 

As  anticipated,  the  expenditure  for  books,  maps,  repairing  the  old 
town  hall  and  purchase  of  new  stove  for  same,  has  been  quite  large, 
but  the  schools  are  now  all  of  them  well  supplied  with  books,  which 
will  last  some  time,  and  if  the  inside  of  the  old  town  hall  goes  with¬ 
out  painting  in  the  future  as  long  as  it  has  in  the  past,  this  generation 
will  not  be  called  upon  to  renew  it. 
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We  would  like  to  say  right  here  that  the  changes  made  in  books 
this  year  are  the  only  ones  of  any  amount  that  have  been  made  for 
over  five  years.

Dnring  the  year  past  about  ioo  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 

Gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Henry  T.  Bond, 
Mrs.  Mary  A.  Parsons  and  magazines  from  the  Lynnfield  Centie 
Magazine  Club,  for  all  of  which  we  extend  hearty  thanks  and  hope 
the  coming  year  to  see  such  contributions  increased. 

The  Librarian  reports  1,965  books  loaned  during  the  year,  204 
persons  being  represented  in  the  distribution.  Of  these  books  1,555 
were  loaned  in  Lynnfield  Centre  and  410  in  South  Lynnfield. 

The  purchase  of  new  books  was  delayed  longer  than  usual,  owing 
to  the  money  from  the  Dog  Tax  not  being  received  until  the  middle 
of  February.  This  we  know  disappointed  many  of  our  readers,  but 
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as  the  list  of  books  recently  added  to  our  circulation  is  unusually 
good  we  think  all  will  feel  repaid  for  waiting. 

The  benefits  of  a  Free  Public  Library  are,  no  doubt,  too  well 
understood  by  people  living  so  near  such  a  literary  centre  as  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  to  be  dwelt  upon  at  any  length  in  this  report.  But 
we  hope  that  those  who  have  enjoyed  its  privileges  in  the  past  will 
endeavor  to  encourage  an  interest  in  the  movement  until  we  have  the 
names  of  all  our  townspeople  registered  as  constant  patrons  of  the 
Lynnfield  Public  Library.

Article  3.  To  choose  two  School  Committee,  one  for  three  years 
and  one  for  one  year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

Article  5.  To  choose  two  Trustees  for  the  Public  Library,  one  for 
three  years  and  one  for  two  years. 

Article  6.  To  hear  and  act  upon  reports  of  Town  Officers  and 
Committees.- 

Article  7.  To  raise  money  for  the  Support  of  Schools  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

Article  8.  To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  Highways  for  the 
current  year,  and  determine  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Article  9.  To  raise  money  for  Town  Expenses  for  the  current 
year.

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During  the  past  year  several  new  studies  have  been  introduced, 
and  some  changes  were  made  in  order  to  keep  our  schools  in  line 
with  those  of  other  towns,  and  if  we  are  to  keep  them  up  to  that 
standard,  still  other  changes  will  have  to  be  made.  Studies  that 
heretofore  were  not  taken  up  until  the  High  school  was  reached,  are 
now  taken  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grade  Grammar  schools. 
The  Advanced  Grammar  school  in  Wakefield  is  doing  about  the 
same  work  that  is  done  the  first  year  in  many  High  schools,  and  our 
advice  to  those  intending  to  enter  the  High  school,  is  to  attend  this 
school  one  year  before  doing  so. 

Miss  T.  S.  McCarthy,  who  had  taught  the  Centre  Grammar  school 
for  a  long  time,  resigned  early  in  the  year  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
situation. 

Miss  Lund,  an  assistant  in  the  Somersworth,  N.  H.,  High  School, 
taught  the  balance  of  the  term.  During  the  spring  term  the  school 
was  in  charge  of  Miss  H.  T.  Griffin  of  Bridgton,  Me.  Miss  Griffin 
was  a  teacher  of  considerable  experience/and  we  understand  she  is 
now  teaching  in  a  neighboring  town. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  in  September,  Miss  M.  D.  Brad- 
street  took  charge  of  the  school  and  has  met  with  good  success. 
She  is  a  good  disciplinarian  and  thorough  teacher;  the  attendance 
in  this  school  has  136611  better  the  last  term  than  usual,  consequently 
more  and  better  work  has  been  accomplished. 

Miss  M.  W.  Flannigan  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Centre  Primary 
school,  and  has  been  very  successful  in  her  work.  Quite  a  large 
class  was  promoted  to  the  Grammar  school  last  September,  so  that 
the  school  is  not  quite  as  large  as  it  was  last  year,  but  with  the  com¬ 
ing  of  warm  weather  the  membership  will  increase  and  the  attend¬ 
ance  improve. 

The  South  Primary  school  continues  the  “even  tenor  of  its  way” 
with  Miss  H.  M.  Alden  in  charge.  She  is  still  the  right  teacher  in

the  right  place,  and  may  she  continue  there  for  years  to  come. 
Her  pupils  all  work  with  a  will  and  take  an  interest  in  their  work 
that  is  surprising. 

The  South  Grammar  school  has  been  particularly  unfortunate  in 
having  so  many  changes  in  its  teachers.  Miss  J.  A.  Griffin  taught 
until  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  Miss  B.  A.  Morgan  of  Orange 
took  charge  of  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  and 
taught  until  early  in  January,  when  she  resigned  to  accept  a  position 
in  the  Orange  High  school.  Miss  Morgan  was  doing  good  work  and 
was  well  liked  by  both  scholars  and  parents,  and  we  were  sorry  to 
accept  her  resignation,  especially  so,  in  the  middle  of  a  term  and  at 
such  short  notice.  The  school  was  then  taught  by  Miss  Fox  and 
Miss  Dennis  for  about  two  weeks,  when  it  was  closed  for  a  few  days 
until  Miss  Goodrich,  who  now  has  charge  of  it,  could  accept  the 
position.  Miss  Goodrich  is  a  teacher  of  experience  and  ability  and 
has  promised  to  stay  with  us  until  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  This 
constant  change  of  teachers  has  been  very  bad  for  the  school,  and 
has  interfered  with  its  progress  ;  but  poor  teachers  we  do  not  want 
and  good  ones  we  will  keep  as  long  as  we  can.  Schools  of  this  kind 
are  but  stepping  stones  to  higher  places,  for  successful  teachers. 

This  town  needs  a  superintendent  of  schools  It  has  voted  twice 
to  unite  with  other  towns  for  the  purpose  of  employing  one,  but  each 
time  has  been  unable  to.  At  the  present  time  with  the  constant 
changes  amd  improvements  in  educational  matters  and  methods,  it  is 
difficult  for  any  committee  to  keep  the  schools  under  their  charge  up 
with  those  of  a  town  which  has  a.  superintendent  skilled  in  his  work 
and  making  that  his  business.  Over  three-fourths  of  the  towns  in 
this  state  employ  superintendents,  either  alone  or  in  connection  with 
other  towns. 

As  reported  last  year  the  town  of  Wakefield  in  1894  increased  the 
rate  of  tuition  in  its  High  school  trom  twenty-six  to  forty  dollars 
per  year ;  last  year  it  was  again  increased  to  fifty  dollars  per  year. 
There  are  now  eight  pupils  from  this  town  attending  this  school,  one 
of  whom  graduates  in  June.  There  are  some  seven  or  eight  pupils 
from  this  town  attending  the  Advanced  Grammar  school  in  Wakefield, 
with  the  intention  of  entering  its  High  school  in  September.  We 
have  kept  informed  as  to  the  work  done  by  those  who  entered  last 
September,  and  find  that  it  compares  favorably  with  that  done  by 
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the  Wakefield  scholars.  In  the  words  of  Mr.  Howe,  the  principal, 
“The  Lynnfield  scholars  are  all  right.”  The  Wakefield  High  school 
stands  very  high  and  we  are  fortnnate  in  having  such  a  school  to 
take  our  pupils,  but  we  felt  that  the  rates  of  tuition  were  also  very 
high ,  and  we  labored  hard  to  secure  a  reduction  but  without  success. 
This  is  a  matter  over  which  we  have  but  little  control.  All  we  can 
do  is  to  know  that  the  pupil  is  qualified  to  enter,  takes  an  interest  in 
his  work  after  entering,  and  approve  the  bill  when  presented. 

We  shall  have  to  ask  for  the  following  appropriation  for  the  ensu- 
ing  year :

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Lynnfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
town  on  Monday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next,  at  one  o’clock, 
p.  m.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely  : 

Article  i.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  Auditor,  and  two  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls 
on  this  ballot  will  close  at  four  o’clock,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
bv  a  vote  of  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  School  Committee  for  three  years. 

Article  4.  To  choose  one  Street  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

Article  K.  To  choose  all  other  necessarv  Town  Officers. 

Article  6.  To  choose  one  Trustee  for  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years. 

Article  7.  To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  Town  Officers.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  that  there  have  been  but  two  changes 
in  our  corps  of  teachers  the  past  year — something  unusual.  We 
hope  there  will  be  still  less  the  coming  year. 

The  Centre  Grammar  school  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by 
Miss  Metta  Bradstreet  of  Topsfield.  She  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
term  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Topsfield  High  school. 

The  committee  consider  themselves  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices  of  Miss  Esther  R.  Perkins  who  has  taught  many  years  in  Pea¬ 
body  with  marked  success.  The  school  has  continued  to  improve 
tinder  her  instruction. 

The  Centre  Primary  school  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  M.  Flanni- 
gan  who  is  doing  good  work  with  the  little  ones. 

The  South  Grammar  school  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by 
Miss  A.  L.  Goodrich  of  Nashua,  N.  H.,  who  resigned  at  the  end  of 
the  term.  We  then  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Emily  D.  Sturtevant 
of  South  Dartmouth,  who  took  charge  of  the  school  at  the  opening 
of  the  fall  term.  The  improvement  in  the  discipline  of  the  school 
was  very  quickly  noticed  ;  today  the  pupils  in  this  school  are  making 
great  progress  and  are  working  as  they  never  worked  before.  Miss 
Sturtevant  also  teaches  music  in  the  Primary  school. 

The  South  Primary  school  is  still  in  charge  of  Miss  H.  M.  Alden. 
This  is  now  the  largest  school  in  town.  During  the  fall  term  there 
were  not  seaG  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils.  One  line  of 
seats  was  added,  making  the  seating  capacity  of  the  room  forty-two. 
At  that  time  the  membership  of  the  school  was  forty-one.  This  is 
an  interesting  school,  and  one  in  which  the  south  part  of  the  town 
takes  great  pride. 

At  the  request  of  one  of  our  citizens,  last  spring,  Mr.  John  T. 
White,  the  state  inspector  of  public  buildings,  inspected  the  Centre 
school  buildings,  and  found  the  Grammar  school  building  insufficiently 
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heated  and  very  poorly  ventilated.  As  the  result  of  this  inspection 
he  issued  an  order  compelling  the  committee  to  introduce  a  system 
of  ventilation  which  was  to  be  completed  during  the  summer  vaca¬ 
tion.  This  order  required  us  “  to  provide  better  and  additional 
means  of  ventilation  by  means  of  brick  or  metallic  flues  or  ducts,  aided 
by  heat  or  mechanical  means  to  supply  to  each  person  accommodated 
therein  at  least  thirty  cubic  feet  per  minute  of  properly  warmed  fresh 
air  to  properly  circulate  such  amount  of  air  in  the  room,  and  remove 
it  therefrom  in  a  proper  manner  when  it  should  become  vitiated.” 
All  of  vvhch  was  to  be  done  subject  to  his  approval. 

Upon  receiving  this  order  we  hesitated  as  to  what  course  to  pursue. 
We  were  advised  by  some  to  take  no  notice  of  the  order  and  by 
others  that  we  must  carry  out  the  provision.  In  order  to  act  under- 
standingly  in  the  matter  we  consulted  counsel  and  were  advised  that 
Mr.  White  not  only  had  the  authority  to  issue  the  above  order  but 
also  the  power  to  enforce  it ;  and  that  we  were  liable  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each  if  we  failed  to  carry  out  his  instructions.  We 
♦were  also  advised  to  have  a  town  meeting  called  so  that  the  necessary 
money  might  be  appropriated,  but  that  if  the  money  was  not  appro¬ 
priated  we  must  still  carry  out  the  instruction  and  that  the  town 
must  pay  the  bill.  A  town  meeting  was  held  in  July  at  which  the 
amount  needed  was  appropriated.  'The  contract  for  the  apparatus 
was  awarded  to  the  Walker  &  Pratt  Co.  of  Boston  and  it  was  installed 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

The  work  was  inspected  by  Mr.  White  Jan.  26.  The  result  of  his 
inspection  was  as  follows  :

The  greatest  difference  found  between  tops  of  scholars’  desks  and 
floor  at  same  desk  was  three  deg.

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The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  room  is  now  suffi¬ 
ciently  heated  and  well  ventilated. 

There  are  now  twelve  pupils  from  this  town  attending  the  Wake¬ 
field  High  school.  The  'town  of  Wakefield  still  charges  us  fifty  dol¬ 
lars  per  year  for  the  tuition  of  each  of  these  pupils. 

In  1895  there  was  a  law  enacted  by  which  the  state  was  to  refund 
all  money  paid  for  this  purpose  by  towns  whose  valuation  was  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  less.  We  have  petitioned  the  legislature 
asking  to  have  the  law  amended  so  as  to  read  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand;  this  if  passed  will  include  our  town.  The  committee 
on  education  gave  a  hearing  on  this  matter  Feb.  24,  but  as  yet  have 
made  no  report. 

In  regard  to  supervision  of  schools  we  do  not  think  it  best  for  the 
town  to  take  any  further  action.  You  have  voted  twice  to  unite  with 
other  towns  for  the  purpose  of  employment  of  a  superintendent,  but 
each  time  was  unable  to  do  so.  If  the  legislation,  now  pending,  be¬ 
comes  the  law,  July  1,  1898,  the  state  board  of  education  will  have 
authority  to  arrange  districts  for  all  towns  not  in  districts  at  that  time 
and  for  all  towns  thereafter  unable  to  effect  union,  supervision  at 
that  time  to  become  the  final  and  universal  law  of  the  state.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE- 


Your  committee  have  but  little  of  interest  to  report  to  the  town 
at  this  time. 

Our  efforts  to  secure,  from  the  state,  assistance  in  the  payment  of 
tuition  in  the  High  schools  were  unsuccessful. 

Last  September  we  were  requested  to  provide  transportation  for 
the  pupils  in  the  north  part  of  the  town  to  the  Centre  schools.  We 
felt  that  this  was  a  matter  that  should  be  settled  by  the  town  and 
not  by  the  committee,  and  advised  that  a  meeting  of  the  town  be 
called  for  that  purpose.  This  was  done,  and  the  matter  came  before 
the  town  at  a  special  meeting  in  November  last,  but  those  whom  we 
supposed  interested  did  not  see  fit  to  attend  and  the  matter  was  “in¬ 
definitely  postponed.”  We  are  sorry  it  was  not  attended  to  at  that 
time  as  we  are  confident  it  could  have  been  settled  to  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  all.  A  few  weeks  later  we  were  informed  by  an  agent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  that  unless  we  provided  some  way  for 
those  children  to  attend  school,  he  should  take  steps  to  have  the  in¬ 
come  of  the  state  school  fund  withheld  from  the  town.  While  we 
questioned  his  right  and  ability  to  do  this,  we  thought  rather  than 
have  any  further  controversy  in  the  matter,  it  best  to  provide  trans¬ 
portation  for  those  children,  from  that  time  until  the  annual  meeting 
in  March,  when  we  trust  the  matter  will  be  settled  satisfactorily. 

The  schools  are  all  in  charge  of  the  same  teachers  as  when  we  re¬ 
ported  one  year  ago.

Article  i.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes,  three  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  Auditor,  one  School  Committee  for  three  years,  one 
Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Public  Libra¬ 
ry  for  three  years,  and  two  Constables,  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls 
on  this  ballot  will  close  at  four  o’clock,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  vote  of  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  bring  in  their  votes  in  answer  to  the  question, 
“  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
this  town?”  Form  of  ballot  to  be,  Yes  or  No. 

Article  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  Town  Officers.- 

Article  6.  -To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  schools,  high 
school  tuition,  and  transportation  of  scholars,  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  7.  To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  determine  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Article  8.  To  raise  money  for  town  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  progress  in  our  schools.  Miss 
E.  R.  Perkins  is  still  in  charge  of  the  Centre  grammar  school. 

The  spring  term  of  the  Centre  primary  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Mary  W.  Flannigan,  who  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
The  fall  term  opened  with  Miss  Margaret  M osman  as  teacher,  who, 
after  three  weeks  of  school  was  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of  ill 
health.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE- 


Your  School  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  report, 
suggestions  and  recommendations  for  your  consideration.  For  some 
years  it  has  been  our  custom  to  do  this  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and  shall  do  so  at  this  time.

Miss  Esther  R.  Perkins  still  has  charge  of  the  Centre  grammar 
school  and  has  done  excellent  work  the  past  year. 

The  Centre  primary  school  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by 
Miss  Juliette  Todd  of  North  Reading,  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  term  to  accept  a  position  in  Winchester.  Miss  Bessie  A.  Holt 
of  Andover  took  charge  of  the  school  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term, 
and  has  proved  herself  to  be  an  efficient  and  faithful  teacher. 

The  South  grammar  school  is  still  in  charge  of  Miss  Emily  D.  Stur- 
tevant  who  has  been  here  for  some  years  and  is  still  successful  in  her 
work. 

The  South  primary  school  is  still  taught  by  Miss  H.  M.  Alden,  who 
has  also  been  here  for  several  years  and  is  as  successful  as  ever  in  her 
work  with  the  little  ones. 

We  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  the 
services  of  three  of  our  teachers,  as  it  is  impossible  for  the  best  work 
to  be  done  when  they  are  constantly  changing. 

The  town  now  sends  twenty  pupils  to  the  Wakefield  High  School 
and  two  to  the  Peabody  High  School.  The  tuition  in  each  of  these 
towns  is  now  forty  dollars  per  year.  The  following  extract  from  the 
report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Wakefield  High  School,  made  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  that  town  in  1899,  may  be  of  interest  at 
this  time.  “The  increase  in  our  numbers  has  been  partially  due  to 
the  presence  of  Lynnfield  pupils  in  the  school  in  increasing  numbers. 
There  are  now  thirteen  in  the  school,  distributed  as  follows  :  Senior 
class,  one ;  junior  class,  three ;  second  year  class,  one  ;  first  year 
class,  eight.  These  pupils  are  distinctly  younger  than  pupils  from  our 
own  schools ,  and  maintain  a  good  standing  in  their  classes.”  Mr. 
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Howe  also  says,  “that  the  present  year  pupils  from  Lynnfield  in  the 
first  year  class  take  a  very  good  stand  indeed.” 

It  now  looks  as  if  the  opportunity  to  secure  the  service  of  a  super¬ 
intendent  for  our  schools,  for  which  we  have  been  waiting  for  some 
years  had  at  last  arrived  and  that  it  may  be  possible  for  us  to  make 
an  arrangement  to  secure  the  services  of  the  present  superintendent  of 
the  Wakefield  schools  upon  very  favorable  terms.  We  cannot  say  now 
upon  just  what  basis  this  can  be  arranged,  but  whatever  is  done,  the 
state  will  pay  about  three  fourths  of  its  cost.  It  seems  to  us  that 
this  is  an  opportunity  that  the  town  cannot  afford  to  let  pass.  “Of 
the  353  cities  and  towns  in  the  state,  270  of  them  employ  superin¬ 
tendents  for  their  schools,  while  the  remaining  83  have  none.  These 
83  towns  however,  contain  less  than  7  per  cent,  of  the  schools,  and 
less  than  5  per  cent  of  the  pupils  of  the  state.”  We  have  caused  an 
article  to  be  placed  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting,  asking  the 
town  to  give  us  the  necessary  authority  to  carry  out  this  arrange¬ 
ment,  which  we  trust  will  be  done. 

For  the  ensuing  year  we  beg  to  suggest  the  following  appropria¬ 
tions,  for  the  schools,  $1,500  ;  incidental  school  expense,  $300  ;  high 
school  tuition,  $900;  transportation,  $100.
